ega. Our average speed since we left 
Gatchina has been fifty kilometers 
hourly.

5, 3 P. M..Russian Time (9 A. M. New 
York Daylight Saving Time).—After six 
hours of flight the Norge had passed 
the eastern coast of Lake Ladoga, 225 
kilometers northeast of Leningrad, and 
was steering for Petrozavodsk on the 
western coast. 

Owing to the fresh head winds, the 
ship makes only 45 kilometers an hour, 
the wind being 35. If this wind con- 
tinues to Northern Finland, we can 
hardly reach Vadso before noon to- 
morrow. The ship rolls much. There 
is fine sunshine and all are well. 


Lake Ladoga, 7,000 square miles in 
area and the largest lake in Europe, 
is eighty-five miles from Lake Onega, 
which is next to it in size. 

Petrozavodsk is on Lake Onega, arid 
is 185 miles northeast of Leningrad.

TROTSK AIRDROME, May 65.— 
The dirigible Norge of the Amundsen- 
Elisworth-Nobile expedition made an 
excellent start for Vadso, in northern- 
most Norway, at 9:40 o’clock this 
morning. Despite a twenty-mile-an- 
hour wind which, it was feared, would 
make manoeuvring difficult, the ship 
was drawn out of the hangar rapidiy 
and successfully and immediately 
sailed away from Leningrad on the 
penultimate lap of her Polar flight. 

At midnight yesterday Colonel No- 
bile received a meteorological report 
that the weather was improving, sky 
likely to clear this morning and that 
the wind was milder rrom nortneast, 
but likely to freshen as the day passed. 
At 5:30 thie morning the members of 
the expedition jolted away to Gatchina 
Palace in an army motor truck. There 
were ten degrees of frost and deep 
mud puddles along the road coated 
with ice, but the wind was hardly 
pase ag and hopes ran _ high, that

Gets Report From Vadso. 


At 7:30 the wind was stronger, and 
Colonel] Nobile received a cable mes- 
gage from Vadso that a thirty-mile-an- 
hour northerly wind was blowing there. 
He decided, nevertheless, to start, and 
by 8:30 o’clock the fina] stock of 
hydrogen and gasoline was aboard. 
The crew took their places at $:45, and 
half an hour was spent in adjusting 
the balance of the ship. At 9:17 
Colonel Nobile ordered the work of 
drawing the Norge from her hangar 
to begin.

Author, in Declining $1,000, 
Declares Such Awards Are 
Objectionable, Dangerous. 











ASSAILS MORAL STANDARD 


Says Terms Are Misrepresented 
and They Really Demand a 
Compliance With ‘Good Form.’ 


Sinclair Lewis has refused the 1925 
Pulitzer Prize of $1,000 awarded on 
Monday to his novel, “Arrowsmith,” 
it was announced yesterday by his 
publishers, Harcourt, Brace & Co., who 
made public a letter he has written to 
Columbia University from Kansas City, 
where he ts writing a new novel. Mr. 
Lewis is the first person ever to refuse 
a Pulitzer Prize, but he urged other 
novelists to follow his example. His 
letter follows: 


Hotel Ambassador, 

Kansas City, Mo. 

To the Pultizer Prize Committee, 
courtesy of Mr. Frank D. Facken- 
thal, Secretary, Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York City. 

Sirs: 

I wish to acknowledge your choice 
of my novel “Arrowsmith” for the 
Pulitzer Prize. That prize I must 
refuse and my refusal would be 
meaningless unless I explained the 
reasons. 

All prizes, like al) titles, are dan- 
gerous. The seekers for prizes tend 
to labor not for inherent excellerices 
but for alien rewards; they tend to 
write this, or timorously to avoid 
writing that, in order to tickle the 
prejudices of a haphazard committee. 
And the Pultizer Prize for Novels is 
peculiarly objectionable because the 
terms of it have been constantly and 
grievously misrepresented. _ 

Those terms are that the prize 
shall be given ‘for the American 
novel published: during the year 
which shall best present the whole- 
some atmosphere of American life, 
and the highest standards of Amer- 
ican manners and manhood.” This 
phrase, if it means anything what- 
ever, would appear to mean that the 
appraisal of the novels shal] be made 
not according to their actual] liter- 
ary merit but in obedience to what- 
ever code of good form may chance 
to be popular at the moment. 

That there is such a limitation of 
the award is little understood. Be- 
cause of the condensed manner in 
which the announcement is usually 
reported, and because certain pub- 
lishers have trumpeted that any 
novel which has received the Pu- 
litzer Prize has thus been established 
without qualification as the best 
novel, the public has come to believe 
that the prize is the highest honor 
—— an American novelist can re- 
ceive.

SEVEN CONVICTS KILL 
A WARDEN, SUBDUE 
- GUARDS AND ESCAPE 


New Prison at Stateville, Ill., 
Supposed Delivery Proof, Is 
Scene of the Outbreak. 


5 CORNERED HOURS AFTER 


One Is Shot Dead in Pitched 
Battle With Deputies, Two 
of Whom Are Wounded. 


OTHER DESPERADOES TAKEN 


After Slaying Deputy They Kid- 
napped Guard and Trusty 
and Filed In Auto.

STATEVILLE, Ill., May 5.—Seven 

convicts, armed with knives, scissors 
and an iron bar, killed a deputy 
warden of the new ‘“escape-proof”’ 
penitentiary here, locked up a guard 
and two trusties in a cell, wounded 
another trusty and “kidnapped” a 
guard and a ty, whom they forced 
to drive them freedom today out- 
side the prison walls. 
“The guard and the trusty who drove 
the convicts from the prison were 
found three hours later handcuffed to 
a tree eighty miles away, beyond which 
trace of the convicts was lost, for the 
moment, although every available 
sheriff's deputy, policeman, bailiff 
and constable, with hundreds of armed 
citizens and State police searched 
throughout eight counties for the 
desperadoes. 

Late tonizht a Sheriff's posse en- 
countered i.ve of the convicts near 
Leonore, about fifty miles from here, 
and a pitched battle followed. 

In the fight, one of the convicts, 
Berhardo Roa, was killed and two 
deputies, Harry Miller of Streeter and 
George Kaznic of lLeonore,' were 
wounded. The other four convicts 
by captured. . 

he escape from the penitentiary was 
made shortly after tr o'clock this 
morning. The seven prisoners were 
working in the yard outside the build 
ing, and they asked permission, it was 
said, to see Deputy Warden Peter M. 
Klien, who is in charge of the new 
prison, ‘Which was completed a year 
ago after & study of stich institutions 
all over the world and which was in- 
tended to make impossible an escape. 


Deputy Warden Murdered. 


They were told to wait in an ante- 
room until Mr. Kleif could see them 
a few minutes later. Presently the 
summons came for the first man. In- 
stead, three men stepped forward and 
as théy reached the deputy warden 
they fell upon him with a knife, a pair 
of scissors and an iron bar. He was 
stabbed in the breast and struck on 
the head and killed instantly: The 
body was found later thrown behind 
a desk. 

Next the seven men stepped into a 
corridor outside Mr. Klein’s office and 
running in front of a solitary confine- 
ment cell. Inside the cell was Jacob 
Judnich, a guard, who kept the keys to 
the prison building. They demanded 
the keys of Judnich, but he refused to 
give them us, and since he was in the 
cell and’ the door was locked the con- 
victs could not reach him. 

But the door leading to the jail yard 
was open. The seven men stepped out- 
side and ran into John Keeley, Captain 
of the Prison Guard. They grasped 
him, he said’ later, brandished their 
weapons at him and told him he would 
be killed unless he obeyed instructions. 

They forced Keeley into the prison 
building, led him past the Warden's 
office, where the man’s dead body 
could be seen through the open door, 
and into the corridor outside the. cell 
occupied by Judnich for safety. Here 
they held Keeley and told Judnich 
that unless’ he ve them the keys 
Keeley would be killed before his eyes. 
Terrified, yet feeling sympathy for 
Keeley, the guard, Judnich, handed the 
keys through the bars and the con- 
victs were in command of that part 
of the building.

LONDON, May 5.—London’s streets 
became a bit more like themselves to- 
day when the bus service, which was 
almost entirely eliminated yesterday, 
began to be resumed.: Not only were 
there more “‘pirate’’ buses—as those 
operated by small private companies 
are called—but the big General Omni- 
bus Company put a few of its vehicles 
back on the streets. 

The appearance of the first ‘‘Gener- 
als’ created quite a sensation. Chauf- 
feursa of taxicabs called the attention 
of their passengers to them, or else 
while caught in traffic jams ex- 

ged observations with fellow 
chauffeurs about the great topic. 

By the earty hours of the afternoon 
‘“Generals’’ were by no meang-an un- 
common sight, though the pirates stil) 
greatly outnumbered them, thus re- 
versing the usual rule in London, where, 
one sees about ten btises belonging to 
the Genetal Company go by to one 
operated by pirate concerns. It was 
noticeable t the “Generals” visible 
today werd almost all the older type 
of bus. The} handsome large new buses 
were conspicuous by théir absence. 

Less Traffic Congestion. 

The traffic congestion today was far 
less than the first day of the strike. 
Fewer vehicles tried to enter London 
and the drivers of those venturing 
into the city had ‘learned . valuable 
lessons yesterday. They did their best 
to keep off the principal thoroughfares 


and make better speed by worming 
their way through less important ones. 
The traffic police, too, had profited by 
yesterday’s unprecedented congestion 
and handled the emergency traffic far 
better. 

Big charabancs again poured into 
London this morning packed with 
workers and ieft this afternoon ‘and 
evening conveying men and women 
clerks to theif suburban homes. Some 
charabanks Were run along the 
principal bus routes, picking up pad- 
sengers exactly like the regular 
buses. 

On the Embankment long lines of 
huge charabanks commandeered by the 
Postoffice Department stood in readi- 
ness to trans the mails along the 
roads throughout Britain, now that 
mail trains ar@ unavailable. These 
vehicles were Oarefully guarded by 
special police posted all along the Em- 
ban t. 


The Central London Underground 
Railway managed to run trains on a 
six-minute headway during the rush 
hour this morning between its sub- 
urban termini and way stations. 

The tremendous run on the hotels 
continues.

Nu- 
merous sheets have sprung into ex- 
istence now that anybody with a 
typewriter or a mimeographing ma- 
chine has all the equipment neces- 
sary to become a newspaper pub- 
lisher. 

The most amusing newspapers are 
those published by the amateurs. 
Such is The Strand Gazette, whose 
price varies according to the inten- 
sity of the demand. One of its items 
reads: ‘“‘Our correspondent has it 
on good authority that there is no 
immediate cause for worry about 
the liquid supply, one house in the 
vicinity having as many as fifteen 
barrels in the cellar.” 

Another is: ‘“‘Not on strike—our 
tax bill has just come in.

LONDON, May 5.—Prime Minister 
Baldwin announced in the House of 
Commons tonight that the moment the 
general strike was called off the Gov- 
ernment would be prepared to resume 
negotiations. 

The House had met to. pass the 
emergency regulations asked for by 
the Government. The galleries were 
packed. ong the most interested 
the Prince of Wales 
and his brother, the Duke of York. 
Both had seats ‘in the peers’ gallery. 

The Home Secretary, Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, in moving a resolution 
embodying the regulations, announced 
that 7,900 special constables were on 
duty and more than 3,000 others had 
—— — : 
thost éndeavors to 
who desired to do theif work and he 
appealed for the services of any able- 
bodied men who could help protect the 
community ‘in time of danger. 


Asks Country to Stand Firm. 


He asked the country, in the words 
of the Prime Minister, to ‘‘stand firm.”’ 
The people would hear all sorts of 
alarmist rumors, he said, but they 
wefe not to be worried by them. When- 
ever there was any real matter of im- 
portance he pledged his word that he 
would not keep back anything from 
the House. 

Continuing, he said he had been in 
communication with the railway world 
and the House might like to know that 
though the position was serious the 
railways were improving. 

This statement.evoked ironical Oppo- 
sition cheers and laughter, and there 
was renewed laughter when the Home 
Secretary said the omnibus services 
were better. 

The great bulk of the electric light 
and power stations in London, he went 
on, were working well. The Govern- 
ment was employing naval ratings and 
was asking for volunteers, but it had 
only used 33 per cent. of the naval 
ratings and only 12 per cent. of the 
volunteers. 

Five stations run by municipal com- 
ies had decided that no power or 
light should be permitted during the 
day—only at night. The London Hos- 
pital had had all its power cut off 
during the day. 

This statement brought cries of 
“shame.” 

There was a grave possibility, the 
Home Secretary added, that meat in 
cold storage might go bad. He trusted 
and h arrangements would be 
made which would obviate these diffi- 
culties, but the Government realized its 
responsibility, and if necessary he would 
ask the House to support the Govern- 
ment in whatever steps it might take. 
Meanwhile the food supply was — 
on quite satisfactorily and milk distri- 
bution was efficiently conducted. 

Henderson Pleads for Peace. 

Arthur Henderson, formerly Home 
Secretary in the Labor Government, 
renewed his plea for a resumption of 
negotiations and declared the Govern- 
mént might. have taken advantage of 
the first number of The British Ga- 
zette to state that they were still open 
to negotiate instead of attacking trades 
union leaders like Mr. Thomas, all of 
whom had never ceased to hope for 
further negotiations.

As I write 
these words there is a lively row 
going on under the windows of THE 
New YorK Times offices, where The 
London Times staff is hustling bundles 
of its second strike-breaking issue into 
automobiles for distribution. The sen- 
tence I am writing was interrupted a 
few minutes ago by the noise of an 
angry scuffle in the street outside. I 
reached the window in time to see 
several bundles of copies of The Lon- 
don Times hurled into the slippery 
street by the strikers as fast as they 
were brought out from the presses. 

The assistant foreign editor, Mr. Pe- 
terson, objected strenuously and got 
into a furious fist fight in the middle 
of the roadway, with three or four 
strikers’ sending smashing blows at 
his face and body. They finally 
knocked him into the mud, but not be- 
fore he got home with some savage 
blows. 

Then the police waded in and auto- 
mobiles laden with bundles of The Lon- 
don Times dashed away at full speed. 

Knots of angry strikers and deter 
mined groups of London Times men 
are still standing on the sidewalk out- 
side the window, some bareheaded and 
without overcoats, despite the cold, 
damp weather, quite ready ‘for more 
fisticuffs. ‘ 


Fire in London Times Office. 


The London Times office was the 
scene of another exciting incident last 
evening. Suddenly the fire gongs rang 
and the entire staff, together with nu- 
merous foreign correspondents housed 
in the big building, including Tas 
New Tonx Times staff, poured into the 
corridors to learn what was up. It 
transpired that a striker had sneaked 
into the building and poured some 
gasoline among the rubbish in a corri- 
dor and applied a match, whereupon @ 
lively little blaze started.

ARABIC STOKERS 
BALKED IN WALKOUT 


Three Officers Thrust 46 Mal- 
contents Back From Gangplank 
as Ship Is Sailing Here. 








‘TROUBLES ARE IRONED OUT 





Men Expressed Disconterit Over 
increased Work—Other Vessels 
Sall for Britain. 





Forty-six members of the fire-room 
force of the White Star liner Arabic 
attempted to walk down her gang- 
plank three minutes before the vessel 
was scheduled to sail for Plymouth 

, and Hamburg yesterday. 

Their action was the first effort 
made by British seamen in this port 
te take part in the British general 
strike. They were frustrated by the 
prompt action of three of the ship’s 
officers, who thrust the strikers back 
and gave orders for the gangplanks 
to be withdrawn. 

The men acted without warning. No 
one on board had any idea that dis- 
satisfaction existed. Suddenly the be- 
grimed, dungaree-clad stokers ap- 
peared. They’ rushed forward from 
the third-class quarters in the stern 
and were within a few feet of attain- 
ing their objective when the officers 
succeeded in driving them back. 

The strikers gave as their reason for 
trying to walk out the fact that four- 
teen deserters had been replaced here 
by men called incompetent. This 
would cause them more work, they 
said, and as a result they demanded 
more pay. It is generally assumed, 
however, that they were making an 
attempt to join the British general 
strike. In spite of cabled denials, it 
was widely asserted that orders to do 
this had been transmitted to British 
geamen from England. 


Malcontents Name Committee. 


When the Arabic backed into mid- 
stream more than forty members of 
her “black gang’’ were on the after 
deck. They stood in a group near the 
deck house, until three of their num- 
ber formed a committee which went 
forward to confer with Captain John 
Davies, who was in command. Some 
of the younger strikers were seen 
edging toward the side, apparently 
with the intention of jumping over- 
board. They were pushed back by 
their own companions, who urged 
them not to be ‘‘fools.”’ 

The Arabic carried more than 200 
passengers. None of these showed 
any signs of panic, but there was 
considerable excitement among the 500 
visitors come to see them off. Many 
of these rushed to the end of the pier, 
gesticulating and asking excited ques- 
ticns. They were calmed by the ping 
officials, who assured them that their 
friends were in no. danger. If the 
strikers could not be brought to terms 
by. the time the Arabic reached Quar- 
antine, said these officials, the vessel 
would anchor and take on a new crew. 

By 12:15 the Arabic was headed 
downstream. Two officials of the 
company and a representative of the 
shipping office of the British Consu- 
late were on board. A tug took them 
off at Quarantine and they brought 
word that the difficulties had been 
ironed out. When the strikers asked 
Captain Davies for a guarantee that 
they would not be obliged to work 
more than eight hours it was pointed 
out that this was already given by 
the ship’s papers, he said. At 1:43 
Captain Davies radioed the White 
Star Line that he was proceeding to 


Bea. 

Captain Davies was asked by THE 
New York Tives to wireless back the 
situation on the Arabic after the 
steamship got out to sea. This radio 
message from him was received in 
Tue Tuves office at 10 o’clock last 
Bight: ‘Everything normal on board.” 

There was some speculation as to 
whether any action would be ‘aken 
@gainst the strikers. In some quar- 
ters it was said that they would be 
arrested for mutiny when the ship 
reached Plymouth. Officials of the 
White Star Line did not give out any 
information, but it was hinted that if 
the men worked the ship to Ingland 
the matter would end. 


Other Ships Have No Trouble. 


None of the other British ships ex- 
perienced any difficulty with their 
geamen. The Cunard liner Aqui- 
tania, carrying more than 800 pas- 
sengers, sailed early in the morning. 
None of her crew attempted to delay 
the vessel, though some of the stew- 
ards boasted that this was the last 
trip she would make. 

“We will not only make this trip, 
but we will make the return trip,’ 
gaid Sir James Charles, in command 
of the liner. “If our crews strike 
when we reach the other side we will 
eign on a new crew.” 

Another British ship to leave was 
the Royal Mail liner Orca. Manned 
by an all-British crew she took out

Shipping men in general regarded 
the successful sailing of the Majestic 
as proving that the British general 
strike would not extend to seamen, 
the ships being affected only as re- 
gards longshoremen. The impression 
was strengthened by a cable received 
by the White Star Line. 

“Cedric now discharged and coaling 
is proceeding,’ it said. The line also 
received a cabled. request to arrange 
to supply the Olympic and other large 
ships with coke and coal for their 
galleys. 


Freighters Sail on Schedule. 


The freight lines are apparently ex- 
periencing the same success in moving 
their ships from England. An official 
of Furness, Withy & Co., which re- 
cently arranged for the purchase of the 
White Star Line, said that he had re- 
ceived word from England that their 
ships would all sail on schedule. 

“One of our freighters left England 
Tuesday and another yesterday,’ he 


said. “A third one is scheduled to 
leave today. No word has been re- 
ceived from England which would give 
us any reason to anticipate that she 
would not sail.” 

The steamship companies operating 
Pritish steamers between New York 
and ports outside the United Kingdom 
said they anticipated no trouble from 
the strike. Among these are the Booth 
America Shipping Corporation, operat- 
ing boats to South America; Norton, 
Lilly & Co., operating boats to the Far 
East, and C. T. Bowring, operators of 
the Red Cross Line. 

An official of the latter line pointed 
out that the crews of their boats were 
all Newfoundlanders. 

“‘We don’t expect them to strike,” he 
said. <An official of the Booth Line 
said that he saw no danger of his men 
striking so long as the ships did not 
go back to England. 

“If they should quit here they would 
find themselves stranded in a foreign 
country,” he said. 

An official of one of the large steam- 
ship companies gave it as his opinion 
that the crews of British vessels were 
deterred from striking by the memorv 
of what happened when they struck 
three years ago.

gian and French francs. ‘ 


Bankers’ Conference Called. 


In an interview yesterday, Finance 
Minister Peret said that for two days 
England ‘had been selling francs by 
armfuls. His warning bore fruit to- 
day when the franc started falling. 
By .noon the price was 152. At the 
closing of the Bourse the rate was 
153.30, and in after-Bourse selling the 


pound hovered between 154 and 156. 
The dollar sold on the Bourse at 31.63 
and later touched 31.80.

PARIS, May 5 (#).—The British 
strike situation was reflected sharply 
today in a slump of the French franc, 
representing a drop of a franc and a 
half to the dollar and seven francs 
and a half to the pound since yes- 
terday. Heavy selling in London was 
the explanation given in financial cir- 
cles for the franc’s fall. 

Speculation was declared in official 
circles to have entered into the situa- 
tion to such an extent that use of 
the proceeds of the $100,000,000 Morgon 
loan might be opportune, and even 
necessary. The Government has re- 
frained from use of this fund hitherto 
because the speculative element in the 
exchange situation was lacking. 

Information received by Minister of 
Finance Peret indicates there has been 
considerable short selling of francs, 
and the Cabinet probably will decide 
tomorrow morning whether the situa- 
tion is favorable to official interven- 
tion in the market. 

It is said in official circles that only 
about five billion francs in paper 
Money now are held in foreign coun- 
tries, and a large number of these can 


be repurchased with the proceeds of 
the Morgan loan.

British Strike Reduces Trading 
to Lowest Point Since

Fractional Decline Noted With Day’s 
High at $4.85—Coal Prices 
Remain Unchanged. 





Uncertainties of the British strike 
situation reduced American financial 
markets to a state of inaction yester- 
day. Sales on the New York Stock 
Exchange, which totaled 658,763 shares, 
were the smallest since Oct. 29, 1924, 
when a lull preceding the Presidential 
election limited sales to 558,127 shares. 
During the greater part of this year 
sales have averaged from 2,000,000 to 
3,000,000 shares daily. Similar dullness 
prevailed-yesterday in commodity mar- 
kets, with prices of grains and cotton 
moving irregularly in a narrow range. 
Sterling exchange was well supported 


and lost only a tiny fraction. Wide 
breaks in French and Belgian ex- 
change, however, were connected, at 
least indirectly, with the British sit- 
uation. : 

An attitude of waiting has become 
pronounced in the stock market. With 
no intelligent forecasts possible as to 
what the British strike may bring 
forth, traders are unwilling to commit 
themselves in either direction. Finan- 
cial authorities have not changed their 
opinion that an early settlement of the 
strike will be reached, but they realize 
the possibility of a protracted struggle 
and the inevitable unsettlement which 
that would bring in international mar- 
kets. Price changes in the stock mar- 
ket were irregular, with no advances 
or declines of moment except in spe- 
cialties, which were affected by tech- 
nical conditions. Trading was almost 
entirely professional, with the public 
definitely out of the market for the 
present. 

The first tangible effect of the strike 
on American industrial markets was 
furnished by the coal industry, which 
reported inquiries for American coal 
for shipment to Europe.* It is under- 
stood that ships are being held at 
several ports ready to take coal car- 
goes to Europe. Shipments of metals 
are expected to be made from the 
United ‘States to India, constituting 
orders that ordinarily would have been 
filled in London. | 

Dealings in sterling exchange again 
were large, and offerings were well 
taken all day. The rate at one time 
went as low as $4.84}4, a recession of 
about % of a cent from the previous 
day, but the close was at $4.84}§, a net 
decline of only yy of a cent from Tues- 
day’s close. The day’s high for ster- 
ling was $485. Good buying orders 
came from both sides of the Atlantic, 
some of the Eu purchases ap- 

arently being made at the expense of 
French and Belgian currencies. The 
support of sterling at the présent levels 
has removed apprehension as to the 
gold situation, ‘as thé rates are almost 
a cent above the gold ex: point. The 
Bank of England has obtained all the 
recent arrivals of gold from ‘the 
Transvaal, the, purchase of £1,150,000 
of the metal having been announced 
in the last two days. ⸗ 

American trade has its ears attuned 
to the possibilities in the coal markets 
abroad, according to a summary of the 
situation by the Daily Metal Trade of 
Cleveland. Exporters are preparing to 
act swiftly if the present inquiries re- 
sult in actual business. Italy, Spain, 
the Scandinavian countries, Egypt and 
other nations normally obtain large 
quantities of coal from England. If 
the British tie-up continues, it is be- 
lieved that Germany will be the po ~ 
country to which these consumers will 
turn. If the business reaches any 
volume, it would not take long for the 
demand to overflow to the United 
States. 

So far the strike has not had any 
effect on coal prices here.

FOREIGN EXCHANGES BREAK. 


French and Belgian Francs Go to 
Lowest Point in History. 


A wide-open break occurred in 
French and Belgian exchanges yester- 
day, sending the rates in both instances 
down to their lowest levels in history. 
The selling impulse came almost en- 
tirely from London and caused some 
mystification among exchange dealers 
here, who said they could see nothing 
new of importance in the financial 


situation either of France or Belgium. 
Unsettlement caused by the British 
strike situation was a factor. 

A steadier tone developed in the late 
trading in New York, and the closing 
rates, both for French and Belgian 
francs, were well above the low points. 
French francs went as low as 3.00% 
cents early in the day, but worked 
back to a final quotation of «3.17% 
cents, a net loss of 3 points for the 
day. Belgian francs reached a low 
peint of 3.92%. The Belgian franc 
closed at 3.02%, a net loss of 15 points 
from Tuesday's close 

The financial district was interested 
in word received from Paris that a 
special meeting of the French Cabinet 
had been called for today to deal with 
the slump in the franc. There was 
lively speculation as to the course that 
the French Government might adopt 
for the support of exchange, and the 
coup of 1924 was recalled. At that-time 
the French Government, with the use 
of a $100,000,000 dollar credit obtained 
from J. P. Morgan & Co., ran in shorts 
and the franc rate quickly jumped 
from about 3.42 cents to more than 5 
cents. Conditions now, however, are 
different.. France 1s understood still 
to ve intact about $90,000,000, pro- 
ceeds of the loan floated in this coun- 
try in 1924, but somehting of mystery 
attaches to this fund. On several oc- 
casions French Government authori- 
ties have hinted that it would be used 
for the support of the franc, but no 
evidences of its utilization have ap- 
peared in the market. 

It is believed that most of yesterday's 
selling came from British and other 
European holders of.French and Bel- 
gian currencies, who were partly actu- 
ated by a desire to improve the ster- 
ling position. It is said that stabiliza- 
tion plans both for France and Belgium 
had included international cooperation 
and that British and American loans 
were contemplated for some time this 
year. With the unsettlement caused 
by the British strike, talk of such

Economic Agents Condemn British Mine Methods| 





FOR BRITISH MINES 


Report to Amarican Institute 
That the Industry Needs a 
Complete Overhauling. 








81 PER CENT. HAND-MINED 





Inefficiency of Methods Is Said to 
Have Reduced Output and 
Forced Crisis. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—Harold G. 
Moulton, Director of the Institute of 
Economics, said today that the general 
strike in Great Britain, whether won 
by the mine owners or miners, would 
bring no solution of the problems of 
the British coal industry. He based 
this conclusion, he said, on reports 
made by two members of the Insti- 
tute’s staff, Dr. Helen .Everett and 
Isador Lubin, who have returned from 
England, where they have been study- 
ing the problems of the coal industry. 
Their conclusion was, according to 
Director Moulton, that irrespective of 
the outcome of the strike, the British 
coal industry must face a thorough 
overhauling, and that during the pe- 
riod of reconstruction the British 
miner must accept a cut in wages. 
The views of Dr. Everett and Mr. 
Lubin were summarized by Director 
Moulton as follows: 

“An acceptance of the mine owners’ 
terms, L e., a reduction of 11 per cent. 
in wages and a return to an eight- 
hour day, would in itself bring no per- 
manent relief to the industry. 

“Tf these terms are finally forced 
upon the miners another crisis may be 
expected within a short time. On the 
other hand, should the miners win, 
coal mining costs would remain at 
their present levels and the industry 
could not keep going on a profitable 
basis. While pressing for a funda- 
mental reo tion of the industry, 
they refuse to give up ‘either a penny 
of wages or a moment of time.’ 
Exports Are Cut 25,000,000 Tons. 
“The crux of the problem at the mo- 
ment is that Great Britain cannot 
sell sufficient coal to keep her min- 
ing industry alive. Though her pro- 
duction has been curtailed by falling 
demand to the extent of only 25,000,000 
tons since pre-war days, her coal.ex- 
ports, which have always been the 
mainstay of the industry, have been 
cut by 25,000,000 tons. This loss of 
exports has brought an important part 


‘| of the industry to the verge of bank- 


ryptcy. 

“Great Britain has been unable to 
meet the competition of German and 
other coal in the markets of the world, 
in spite of the fact that her mines 
have been operating at a loss for al- 
most two years. Seventy-three per 
cent. of -the coal mined in the last 
three months of 1925 was sold at an 
acthal loss. With a decreased market 
for coal, the competition between Eng- 
land and other exporting countries has 
become extremely severe. 

“Stocks of coal haveédbeen accumu- 

lated in every European coal-produc- 
ing country—stocks which are waiting 
to find a market, 
“The owners’ demand for wage cuts 
would result in the reduction of costs, 
but it is doubtful whether the reduc- 
tion would be sufficient to offset the 
subsidy of about 60 cents a ton that 
was paid by the Government to the in- 
dustry during the past nine months.

LONDON, May 5 (%).—That the coal 
miners are among the lowest paid in- 
dustrial] workers in Great Britain is 
apparent from an examination of the 
latest statistics published by the 


‘| Trades Union Congress. These cover 


half of the year 1925, and the official 


‘publication states that they apply only 


to certain grades and do not cover the 
entire industry. 

According to these figures, the max- 
imum possible weekly carnings of the 
miners for the period given totaled 54 
shillings. (approximately $13), but the 
actual earnings were about 50 shil- 
lings ($12). This was the average for 
the whole of Great Britain, but there 
was a considerable divergence in the 
rates ip different areas. All other in- 
dustries referred to in the statistics 
were equally gubject to divergence, 
higher rates being paid in London and 
gome other big cities than in small 


in| towns and country areas. a. 


Railwaymen varied from 102 shillings 

($24.48) for drivers, to 52 shillings for 
laborers. Tramwaymen averaged 50 
shillings for drivers and 54 for con- 
ductors. The highest paid drivers re- 
ceived 73 shillings. 
The masons’ average in large towns 
exceeded 73 shillings; cabinetmakers, 
74 (in London 82), and printers, 73. 
Shoemakers varied from 57 to 50 shil- 
lings, ‘according to the cost of living. 
Carpenters, plumbers and bricklayers, 
received 73 shillings. 

In the engineering industries the 
highest pay was 62 shill and the 
lowest 40. Shipbujiders’ highest was 
58 and lowest 38 afd bakers, 68 to 60. 

With regard to hours of labor, the 
miners had an advantage, under- 
ground men working a uniform 7- 
hour shift. The ironworkers had an 
8-hour shift; railwaymen and tram- 
waymen, 48 hours weekly; building 
trades, 464 hours; shoemakers, tex- 
tile workers and bakers, 48, and en- 
gineering and shipbuilding, 47. 


PAY OF AMERICAN MINERS. 


Union Men Recelve Four to Five 
Times More Than English. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 8 (#).— 
Organized miners in the United States 
receive from four to five times as 
much money a day as is paid for the 

same work in England. 

The day rate for eight hours’ work 
in the union fields in this country is 
$7.50 for underground men, according 
ta international. headquarters of the 
United Mine Workers of America, Un- 
skilled laborers who work above the 
shafts get a day rate of $6.80, where 
the men mine on a piecework or ton- 
nage basis, they sometimes earn $10 
a day.

Mrs. Gridley Flouts Report That 
Charter, Now Before Governor, 
‘Causes League Split.

BRIARCLIFF MANOR, May 5.—An- 
nouncement that the Westchester 
County League of Women Voters was 
out to double its membership by De- 
cember of this year and the raising 
by pledges of more than half of the 
$6,000 comprising the 1926-27 budget in 
less than twenty minutes were two 
items that interested the gathering of 
300 women at the sixth annual con- 
vention of the Westchester County 
League of Women Voters, held at Bri- 
arcliff Lodge today. 

The morning session was featured by 
five-minute reports from committee 
chairmen, and the election of the fol- 
lowing officers: County Chairman, 
Mrs. Wm. H. Lough,, New Rochelle; 
Vice Chairman,, Mrs. Daniel O’Day, 
Rye; Recording Secretary, Mrs. R. H. 
Shreve, Hastings; Corresponding Sec- 
retary, Mrs. Carrie Creighton, Yonk- 
res; Treasurer, Mrs. C. W. Montgom- 
ery, Scarsdale. 

Mrs. Sidney Gridley of Larchmont, 
reporting for the Committee on County 
Government, issued a denial of a re- 
port that has been circulated in West- 
chester County that the league had 
‘split’? over the proposed Westchester 
County charter, which is now before 
Governor Smith awaiting his approval. 
“It would take something a great deal 
larger and more important than the 
charter to disrupt the “Westchester 
League,’”’ Mrs. Gridley said. 

In her report, Mrs. Gridley urged 
members of the league to study the 
form of the enabling act under which 
the Westchester County Government 
Commission drafted the proposed char- 
ter, and the form of the enabling act 
as proposed by the Home Rule Asso- 
ciation of Westchester County, one of 
the organized opponents of the char- 
ter.

While waiting in the Flatbush Court

DEFENSE TEST DAY 
DROPPED BY ARMY 


War Department Will Request 
Congress to Authorize a 
Quadrennial Muster. 








MANY OBJECTIONS RECEIVED 





Staff Officers Believe a Test Every 
Four Years. Will Meet 
Military Needs. 





WASHINGTON, May 5 (#).—Opposi- 
tion to the War Department’s annuai 
defense test has led to the decision to 
abandon the 1926 muster. Abandon- 
ment, however, probably will be for a 
limited period, since the department 
expects to recommend to Congress 
either a quadriennial national test or 
seasonal musters to be held by corps 
areas. 

The department’s action presumably 
Was made necessary by many compli- 
cations, including industrial, agricul- 
tural and time objections, which made 
it difficult to carry out the plans 
adopted in 1924 for yearly tests. 

The original defense test was held in 
1924 at General Pershing’s request to 
commemorate the sixth anniversary of 
the Battle of St. Mihiel. It encountered 
the opposition of Governor Bryan of 


Nebraska, then the Democratic Vice | ti 


Presidential candidate, but when the 
tests were held on Sept. 11, Wisconsin 
was the only State to officially refrain 
from taking part. 

In 1925, after President Coolidge de- 
clined to approve the War ag 
ment’s proposal the muster 
held on Armistice Day, and sug; ested 
that July 4 be substituted, eevernl Gor 
ernors notified the department that, 
while they were not antagonistic to the 
test idea, they were unwilling to order 
out National Guard troops or otherwise 
interfere with the holiday plans of 
citizens. 

Various organizations also clashed 
over the defense observance, chiefly as 
to whether Nov. 11 should be cele- 
brated as a national aa ense or peace-

The War Department was informed 
by President Coolidge that if defense 
tests were to be held annually, con- 
gressional authority for them was de- 
sirable.

Leaders Believe More Can Be Ob- 
tained for Mineral Development 
With Industry Untaxed.

By Wireless to THs New Yorx Truzs, 
WARSAW, May 5.—In one form or 
another the dollar must be harnessed 
to the plow of Poland’s economic re- 
habilitation. There are fully $50,000,- 
000 tucked away in the Poles’ woolen 
sock hoardings and these, in the opin- 
fon of foreign as well as Polish econ- 
%omists, will have to go to work if the 
eountry is to win its struggle for pros- 

perity. 

Poland’s hidden store of American 
eurrency is derived almost. entirely 
from her emigrants, notably from the 
3,000,000 Poles in the United States and 
mostly from the small remittances to 
the old folk at home. A small percent- 
age comes from the export trade. The 
point is that today this considerable 
sum is virtually dead capital. Those 
who own dollars hesitate to risk losing 
them through investment in an enter- 
prise yielding only wobbly zlotys or 
by confiding them to banks function- 
ing under statutes perilously preju- 
dical to depositors. Practically the 
only way dollar savings are used at 
present is in speculations on exchange. 
The Bank of Poland loaned nearly 20,- 
000,000 zlotys on dollar security in one 
month. The borrowers had to pay 2 
per cent. interest for a month’s loan 
but even at this high rate the fall of 
the zloty gave them a profit—and cut 
into the bank’s currency issue. 


Dollars Lost in Bank Failure. | 


To persuade dollars, either those now 
hoarded within the country or new- 
comers shipped across the Atlante in 
the form of American credits, to aid 
in the Polish financial recovery is an 
essential preliminary to the reform 
of the banking law. Last Fall large 
amounts of foreign currency, notably 
American and British, were lost 
through the failure of an important 
bank which under thé present law was 





able to list among the assets assigned 
to its creditors foreign monies sent 
it for payment of business firms in 
Poland. The United States and Great 
Britain immediately protested to the 
Polish Government, and after pro- 
longed negotiations an amendment of 
the existing statute was drafted com- 
pelling the banks to keep sums remit- 
ted through them in a separate ac- 
count, and in the legal tender of the 
country from which the remittance 
comes. The Polish: Finance Ministry 
assured me the bill shortly would be 
passed by the Diet. 

When this happens it will be only 
the first step on the long road to the 
restoration: of confidence in Poland’s 
finance. The outlook for additional 
foreign loans is admittedly negative 
until the budget is balanced and the 
zloty stabilized. Recent attempts to 
arrange a credit of $100,000,000 through 
the Bankers Trust Company and the 
American Tobacco Company clearly 
demonstrated this. The security of- 
fered was the Polish tobacco monopoly 
which in 1925 produced 182,000,000. 
zlotys or about ,000,000. The Ameri- 
can negotiators, however, wanted not 
only revenue control but supervision of 
budgetary expenditure as well—in other 
words a form of Dawes plan—as a 
safeguard against currency deprecia- 
tion which ultimately might nullify the 
real value of the: monopoly’s annual 
profits. Their demand was rejected by 
the Warsaw diithorities and the deal 
feil through. . 

On grounds of national prestige Po- 
land sternly opposes applying to her 
financial problems any solution resem- 
bling the Dawes plan. Consequently 


her chances today of borrowing capital 
abroad are nil. 


American Loans Total $245,000,000. 


The last dollar of credit obtained by 
the Poles was $10.000,000 from the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, secured, however, 
by a gold deposit in London. This 
brought the total of America’s loans 
up to §$245,000,000, or 70 per cent. of 
Poland’s entire foreign debt, including 
$35,000,000 advanced through Dillon, 
Read & Co. last Summer, which was 
issued at 95 and dropped to 87. 

While offering scant scope for for- 
eign investors,‘Poland has become far 
more conciliatory toward foreigners, 
particularly Americans, desirous of ex- 


ploiting her mineral and other re-| ti 


sources. She manifested this spirit by 
the adoption last week—albeit by a ma- 
jority of only one’ vote in the Diet—a 
measure waiving payment of the over- 
due property tax on the Giesche zinc 
mines acquired by W. A. Harriman in 
Polish Silesia and exempting the prod- 
uct of these mines from export dutiés 
in the future. Thereby a steady flow 
of American capital into the Polish 
mining industry is assured. 

In this direction more doubtless 
could be accomplished by the sale of 
State-owned industrial enterprises to 
private, preferably foreign syndicates. 
Over-ambitious to expand and modern- 
ize its industries rapidly, the: Polish 
Government tried to do too much and 
so achieved mighty little, and that 
little at high cost. 

The projects outlined above would 
serve to lure a certain fraction of the 
available dollars from their present 
hiding places. But a far grander 
scheme has been evolved by respon- 
sible Warsaw economists and submit- 
ted to the Ministry of Finance, which 
is giving the proposal studious atten- 
tion. It calls for the establishment of 
@ special bank uncontrolled by the 
State, but granted a monopoly of dol- 
lar deposits and transactions, both 
domestic dnd foreign. Into this bank, 
which would be forbidden to convert 
its funds into zlotys, American ‘cur- 
rency lying idle in woolen socks or 
a. deposit boxes would speedily 
find its way, according to the convic- 
tion of many eminent authorities on 
finance. The institution, it is believed, 


soon would dispose of the funds, run- 
ning into scores of millions of dollars. 


Bank Scheme Would Aid Farmers. 


In a previous article I said Poland’s 
economic future rests abave all with 
the Polish farmer. “His needs, which 
are many, therefore, should have -first 
call. The Governm@nt’s poverty, how- 
ever, prevents adequate official assis- 
tance to agriculture. Routine foreign 
credits are barred for the reasons cited 
here. 

The proposed ‘‘dollar bank,” however, 
would be admirably adapted to arrange 
the necessary financing directly. The 
farmer’s requirements in machinery 
and fertilizers could be met by America 
at an estimated initial cost of $20,000,- 
000. The contemplated bank should be 
in a position to guarantee long term 
credits to this amount. American pur- 
veyors would be secured loss, 
both by the bank itself and by liens on 
Polish agricultural property insured 
against the zloty depreciation by Po- 
land’s grain and other farm produce 
exports, which in a normal year aggre- 
gate over 10 per cent. of the harvest. 
Credits would be distributed to the in- 
dividual farmer, not through official 
agencies, but by cooperative organiza- 
tions. 

The political obstacles to this under- 
taking are numerous. But the Poles, 
although their politicians are influ- 
enced almost altogether by next year’s 
general election, are gradually learn- 
ing not to let politics devastate their 
business. 


Expect Conservatives to Exert Power. 


In general, the Polish political pot 
is seething, but it is no longer boil- 
ing over. When the problem of Mar- 
shal Pilsudski’s return to office is 
solved, which everybody expects to 
be soon, the thorniest internal issue 
will be removed. Thereafter the par- 
liamentary situation will evolve into 
a normal struggle for supremacy be- 
tween the parties of the conservative 
Right and the liberal Left. 

The Polish extremists are a negligi- 
ble influence. There are only two 
Communist deputies in the Diet and 
no downright Monarchists. Among 
the Nationalists there are Right-wing 
Fascisti, who, however, have no 
considerable following. The Fascisti 
are foreign Poles, for, the simple rea- 
son that they are all ultra-nationalis- 


ic. 
Rumors that Marshal Pilsudski was 
planning a Fascist coup d'etat were 
obviously absurd, because the Polish 
“‘blackshirts,” being reactionary to 
the backbone, bitterly oppose the Mar- 
shals progressive principles. 

Superficially Poland is an orderly 
and agreeable land, most hospitable to 
foreigners. Warsaw is a soiled but 
bustling metropolis, numbering 1,000,- 
000 inhabitants, of whom 30 per cent. 
are Jews. The Poles don’t like Jews, 
but they have renounced the idea of 
annihilating them by pogroms and no 
administrative discrimination of any 
sort, as far as I could ascertain from 
talks with an American long resident 
here, is made against them. 

The capital’s buildings, save certain 
Government edifices, badly need re- 
painting and the streets, which are 
full of shabby-looking Fords and other 
American cars of ancient vintage, 
need repaving. But there is abundant 
traffic and the shops, cafés, restau- 
rants, theatres and movies seem to be 
doing plenty of business. 


Hotels Are Old but Comfortable. 


Contrary to canards anent the pres- 
ence of unwelcome forms of animal 
life in their bedrooms, the leading ho- 
tels, while somewhat antique, are as 
clean and comfortable as anywhere in 
Europe. The people are as well 
dressed, too. The Polish women may 
cover their heads with gaily colored 
national shawls, but their hair is ex-

POLISH CABINET OUT. 


President Accepts Resignation of 
Count Skrzynski. |. 

WARSAW, May 5 (#.—President 
Wojciechowski today accepted the 
resignation of the, Cabinet headed by 
Count Alexander Skrzynski, which 
was presented on April 21. 

The Cabinet resigned over a question 
of financial policy. 

Premier Skrzynski, who resigned ten 
days ago because of the withdrawal 
of Socialist support from his Govern- 
ment, remained in office at the Pres- 
ident’s request, the latter desiring to 
avoid a change in Government until 
credits were voted for May and June. 
Skrzynksi meanwhile tried to rebuild 
his coalition, but failed, resulting in 
resubmission of his resignation today. 

A new coalition, embodying the 


Right and Centre groups, has been 
practically completed, but is not ex- 
pected to have smooth sailing, the gen- 
eral opinion being that a crisis will 
develop almost immediately.

Secretaries of War and Commerce 
1 Agree on Civil Aviation Bill 
| Pending in the. Senate,

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The plan of 
the War Department for a five-year 
‘aviation building expansion, costing 
150,000,000, ‘was approved by the 
House this afternoon by a unanimous 
vote, after two hours of debate. Re- 
cently the House passed a, bill for 
naval airship development at a cost of 
$85,000,000, over the same length of 
time. 

The measure passed this afternoon is 
merely an authorization, and before 
the money is appropriated the expen- 
Giture must be scrutinized by the War 
Department, Budget Bureau and 


House Appropriation Committee. 

As Acting Chairman of the Military 
‘Affairs ‘Committee, Representative 
James of Michigan said the bill did 
not go sod far as many members 
thought it should in reorganizing the 
Army Air Service, but was:a decided 


etep forward. It is the first bill 
agreed upon since the aircraft agita- 
_ tion began in 1919. 


High Command to Be Fliers. 

The program calls for 2,200 first- 
class fighting planes at the end of 
five years, 1,650 regular flying officers, 
550 reserve officers an active duty and 
15,000 enlisted men, including 500 fly- 
ing cadets. To meet criticism of the 
present administration of the Air. Ser- 
vice, the bill provides for a general 
tightening of the membership of the 
service, so that eventually its person- 
nel will be 100 per cent. fliers; that 
the command of the service must be 
by flying officers and that the ser- 
vice shall have increased representa- 
tion on the General Staff. 

The only objection came from Repre- 
sentatives. LaGuardia of New York 
and Schafer of Wisconsin, who 
thought -three Brigadier Generals 
should be flying officers, instead of 
permitting one to be a non-flier. This 
change was defeated, and a motién 
to recommit the bill, just before the 
House adjourned, was rejected by a 
vote of 74 to 30. 

Representative McSwain, Democrat, 
of South Carolina, while supporting 
the bill, said he favored a Department 
of National Defense, in which the Air 
Service would be on equal terms with 
the army and navy. Representative 
James took the same attitude. 

The bill would entourage civil avia- 
tion. It provides that! commercial 
fliers may land at army fields, that 
the army may sell them gasoline 
supplies and service, and rent them 
hangar space. It gives the War Dé- 

‘partment authority to fix non-flying 
areas, and. would interlock the Army 
Air Service with the civil air regula- 
tions -in the Bingham-Parker bill, 
which has already passed the House. 

The War Department announced to- 
day its hearty accord with the main 
provisions of the pending Senate bill 
to encourage and regulate the use of 
aincraft in commerce. 


Army Lanes Will Not Be Abridged. 


After a conference with Secretary 
Hoover, an agreement was reached by 
Secretary of War Davis to recommend 
to Congress certain changes and omis- 
sions, so that the activities of the War 
Department would not be abridged in 
connection with tne navigation of the 
air for military purposes in carrying 
out the provisions of the National 
Defense act. In addition to a few 
minor changes, the following was re- 
commended : 

“Nothing in this act shall be con- 
atrued ta prevent the Secretary of 
War from designating routes in the 
navigable dir space as military air- 
ways, and prescribing rules and regu- 
lations for the use thereof. on routes 
which do not conform to civil airways 
established heypunder, cr to prevent 
the Secretary of Ccmmerce from des- 
ignating any ———— airway as a 
civil airway and, when sc designated, 
it thereupon’ becomes a civil airway 
within the meaning of this act, and 
the Secretary of War is hereby au- 
thorized to continue the operation of 
air navigation facilities for any mili- 
tary ys so designated as a civil 
airway til such time as the Secre- 
tary Commerce can provide for the 
Operation of such facilities.’’

Mother, Bitten by Rattler, Kills Two Children. 
And Self i in | Desert Home, Fearing Starvation 





CASA GRANDE, Ariz. “May 5 ®).— 
A grim tale of triple death in a desert 
home was unfolded near here today 
with the finding of the bodies of Mrs. 
E. J. Cox and her two children, aged 
six years and four months. 

The woman killed her @hildren, she 
explained in a_ note left for her hus- 
band to keep them from starving to 
death on the desert and then ended her 
own life‘ because she could no longer 


stand the suffering caused by a rattle- 
snake bite. 

Her husband found the bodies at noon 
today when he returned to his home- 
stead, 23 miles southeast of here. Mrs. 
Cox had shot herself. through the 
heart. 

Parts of. the note were written 
Sunday, Monday and Monday night. 
Toward the last the woman was so 


tock that the handwriting was almost 
illegible. 

The note disclosed that Mrs. Cox 
was bitten on the foot by the snake 
Sunday night. ‘ She slit the wound 
with a knife after home remedies 
failed to alleviate her suffering. In 
doing so she severed an arfery. 

Weakened by loss of blood, she was 
unable to crank an automobile to go 
for aid. She fired a rifle several times, 
but this failed to attract the attention 
of neighbors, the closest being seven 
miles away. Frenzied by her suffering 
and believing herself to be dying, the 
note “said, she shot the two children 
and then prepared to end her own life. 

Cox had been working on a ranch 
a score of miles away and his wife 
said in her note that she feared the 
children would starve to death before 
he returned.

STATE’S PLAYGROUNDS LEAD 


New York Has 
Leaders. 


ALBANY, May 6 (%.—New York 
State leads the nation in the number 
of spaces and year-round leaders pro- 
vided for the people’s play, according 
to the Year Book of the Playground 
and Recreation Association of Amer- 
ica, just issued. The State’s 1925 ex- 
penditure for public recreation, which 
totaled $2,474,706.05, is exceeded only 
by that of Illinois. 

Playgrounds and play leaders in the 
Empire State have virtually doubled 
du the past ten years. Last year 
seventy-eight cities maintained 1,042 
public playgrounds and-recreation cen- 
tres under the direction of.

thief and rum-runner, disappeared 
from Great Meadow Prison in 1921. 

Presser received a parole from the 
board a week ago today and was to 
have been released from Sing Sing 
on May 29 when Governor Smith, 
aroused by charges that Presser had 
received special favors and was about 


to bo paroled just as if he had not 


been absent from prison for four years 
after his disappearance, demanded that 
the gunman be kept in jail until the 
Governor could investigate. 

Although the Governor sent a tele- 
gram to James L. Long of Oyster Bay, 
State Superintendent of Prisons, last 
week, directing the board to ‘‘revoke”’ 
Presser’s parole pending the Governor’s 
investigation, the board used _ the 
phrase ‘‘defer the date of. parole” -in- 
stead of “‘revoke.”’ 

Defend Deferring Action. 


When asked to explain this, Super- 


intendent Long said that “‘revoke’’ and 


*‘defer’’ meant the same thing. George 
W. Benham of Auburn, Chairman of 
the board, said it was better merely to 
“defer that date’ for the time being, 
lest Presser seek his freedom on a

“Could the board have acted any dif- 
ferently?”’ asked Mr. Konta, who ap- 
peared very anxious to fix the respon- 
sibility pee 4 where it belonged. 

“Not in a definite sentence, case,”* 
Mr. Long replied. 

“Is it dy up to the board to investi- 
gate whether a prisoner escapes or 
not?” Mr. Konta asked. 

“No,” Mr. Long replied. ‘All the 
board has to do in such a case is to 
read off the date of parole on the Gov- 
ernor’s commutation sheet and give 
the prisoner instructions what to do 
when he gets out.” 

In -the case of on escape, Mr. Long 
went on, the Board of Commutation 
at the particular prison involved takes 
testimony and sends its recommenda- 
tion for. punishment to the Superinten- 
dent of Prisons, who approves or dis- 
approves it, and who has power to re- 
open such a case at any time. In the 
Presser case, Mr. Long admits, he dis- 
approved the finding of Warden Hunt 
of Great Meadow Prison that Presser 
should be- ‘‘docked” 924 days for es- 
caping in 1921, which would have made 
the man ineligible for parole until 
nearly three years from now. Mr. 
Long remitted the 924-day fine, so that 
when the Great Meadow commutation 
report went to the Governor’s office 
and then to the Board of Parole it 
showed Presser eligible for parole on 
May 29, Mr. Long admitted. 

Mr. Long said that before the com- 
mutation sheet went to the Board of 
Parole it had to be signed by the Gov- 
ernor, but admitted that this was an 
“automatic” signing, as the Governor 
had no knowledge of the facts and had 
to depend on the Superintendent of 
Prisons. é 

In response to a question by Mr. 
Konta, Mr. Long said that if -Presser 
had been released on parole he would: 
have been subject to a warrant from 
Essex County, N. J., and could have 
been taken there to serve a term of 
from two to three years for a crime 
committed while he was absent from 
Great Meadow between 1921 and 1925, 
when he was recaptured and sent to 
Sing Sing to serve out his sentence.

By Wireless to Tos New Tonx TiMEs, 
BERLIN, May 5.—The old imperial 
colors of black, white and red, under 
which millions died during the World 
War, will float over all German for- 
eign missions alongside the black, red 
and gold of the young republic, ac- 
cording to a final decision of the 
Luther Cabinet tonight in the third 

session within twenty-four hours. 
President Hindenburg, having made 


the decision to support his Cabinet,’ 


refuses, Hke the valiant soldier he is, 
to turn back. Two of the four politi- 
cal parties of the little coalition, the 
Cabinet Democrats and Catholic Cen- 
trists, voiced their regrets at the step 
taken, but will support their Govern- 
ment. 


All this is the development of a flag, 


controversy which first became known 
last night to the general public, though 
the Cabinet arrived at its ‘decision 
many days ago. The Cabinet orders 
do not create a new flag for Germany. 
During the framing of the Weimar con- 
stitution it was decreéd that the Ger- 
than merchant marine flag should have 
the same colors as the old Imperial 
flag, with a small field in the upper 
staff corner of black, red and gold, 
which were the colors chosen by- the 
Republic. The prevalence of these 
banners at Hamburg yesterday, during 
“the visit of President Hindenburg, led 
to numerous questions which the 
Marshal finally answered by saying 
that. the Hanseatic League’s request 
had been fulfilled and that the mer- 
chant marine flag would fly hence- 
forth over all German foreign bureaus 


as well as from ships abroad and in 
home ports. 

The furor created when this an- 
nouncement became known made the 
politicals forget their party differences 
and even their fight over the settle- 
ment of the claims of the ex-ruling 
families. The camps divided into two 
parties, the Republicans, who opposed 
such a measure on the grounds of its 
tendency toward a monarchy, and the 
Nationalists, who were silent, but 
smirky. 


Republicans Enter Big Protest. 
The Republican organization under 
the Reichsbanner turned out in tens 
of thousands tonight in the streets of 
Berlin to voice their disapproval. The 
Government Party leaders rogred 





The Repu’ 
lican press condemned the Cabinet

The fact that Hamburg displayed 
the merchant marine banners exten- 
sively during the President’s yisit 
there yesterday is taken’ as conclusive 
proof that the Hanseatic League was 
advised of the Cabinet’s intentions 
some time ago, and that it was done 
with President Hindenburg’s approval, 
since he passes on all arrangements 
made for his reception.

FLUSHING PLAN, -OPPOSED 





Elevation of Roadway for White- 
stone Line Too Costly, Rail 
Witness Tells Transit Board. 





The second and final hearing of the 
State Transit Commission’s plans for 
elevating the roadway so as to elimi- 
nate in Flushing the grade crossings 
of the Whitestone Division of the Long 
Island Railroad was held yesterday 
before Chairman John F. Gilchrist at 
270 Madison Avenue. The crossings to 
be eliminated are those at Lawrence, 
Old Lawrence and Bridge Streets and 


Myrtle Ayenue, Flushing. 

Officials of the Transit Commission, 
the railroad, the Borough of Queens 
and the city took part in discussion 
of the plans, which call fot the: elimi- 
nation of the crossings by the con- 
struction of an elevated road and the 
bridge 
over Flushing Creek, at a cost of more 
than $1,000,000. 

In closing the hearing, Commis- 
sioner Gilchrist allowed L. J. Car- 
ruthers, counsel for the railroad, ten 
days in which to submit a memoran-~ 
dum on the road’s side of the case. 
An early decision is then expected. 

Mr.,Carruthers opened the hearing by 
saying that in view of the amount of 
business done by the road and the ex- 
pense involved in the proposed alter- 
ations the planned elimination of the 
crossings is not advisable, ‘unless 
New York City should take over the 
Whitestone branch and add it to its 
rapid-transit system.’’ 

He introduced a letter from George 
Le Boutillier, Vice President of the 
railroad, in Which it was. said that 

lans for ‘merging the Whitestone 

ranch into the rapid-transit system 
“are now under serious consideratiog,” 
and that if the commission’s elimina- 
tion program were carried out. it would 
be very expensive to the railroad and 
might cost the city heavily also. 

Questioning Mr. Carruthers on this 


phase of the problem, Vincent Victory, | da: 


Assistant Corporation Counsel, elicited 
the opinion that it ‘‘is possible’ that 
the city might take over the White- 
stone branch. 

Mr. Victory commented: “Yes, 
merely a possibility.”” Captain C. S. 
Cooke, counsel for the commission, 
said: “Possibility is too strong a 
word.” Mr. Carruthers retorted that 
he did not agree. 

Later, during the hearing, ‘while be- 
ing questioned by Mr. Victory, L. V. 
Morris, engineer for the railroad, said 
he believed the road was -willing to 
sell the Whitestone branch to the city, 
but said he did not know whether iny 
price had been mentioned “or whether 
any actual offer had been made to the 


city. 
William Selmers; éngineer for the 
commission, explained his plan’ for 


eliminating the crossing. He said the 
proposed recenstruction of the bridge 
over Flushing Creek at a higher level 
was “absolutely essential’ in order to 
make a suitable grade connection with 
the four-mile elevated road upon which 
the Whitestone branch would have to 
be built. He said he estimated the 
cost of these improvements would 
amount to $1,028,000. 
Mr. Morris said his plans for a single 
track line, with crossings . eliminted 
and the bridge over Flushing Creek 
rebuilt, called for an estimated outlay 
of $1,643,000. He approved a new 
bridge, if one is to be built, with a 
concrete foundation forty feet below 
mean high-water level, and emphati- 
cally disapproved of the bridge plan of 
Mr. Selmers, which he said might pre- 
vent the passage of trains for da * 
Now, with a steel bridge 5 or 6 feet 
above mean high-water mark, we have 
——— getting the draw back into 
— after the passage of boats. Mr. 
orris declared. ‘The piles are lim- 
ber because of the mud in which they 
are driven. If the present bridge is 
reproduced, and is 30 feet above mean 
high-water, tugs striking the piles may 
prevent trains from crossing. fer two 
days.” 
Mr. Selmers admitted his plans wete 
“only tentative,” and it was agreed 
that the engineers could confer on the 
advisability of various details in the 
proposed plans for —— the 
crossings.

ADULTS PLAYING MORE. 


Public Recreation No Longer Chil- 
dren’s Movement, Society Reports. 

Adult ‘recreation under municipal 
auspices has greatly increased in 
recent years, according to the an- 
nouncement —— of the Play- 
ground. and eation Association of 
America, whose Year Book reported 
an expenditure of $18,816,165 for public 
play by cities of the United States and 
Canada in 1925. 

“Public golf, which five years ago 
was not considered important enough 
to list in the Year Book,” says the 
announcement, “is now played in 190 
cities. Tennis courts totaled 6,110 in 
474 cities in 1925 as against 4,865 in 410 
cities in 1924, 

“Public recreation was originally a 
children’s movement but today every- 
where east of the Rockies, except in 
cities where the programs are now. 
practically 50 per cent. of the partici- 
pants in municipal sports and other 
recreations are adults. ”

More than 3,000 persons attending the 
Performance at Loew’s Metropolitan 
Theatre, Fulton Street and Gallatin 
Place, Brooklyn, were driven out by a 
fire:in the adjoining building. When 
Deputy Chief John Gavin answered 
the first alarm and saw the location 
of the fire and persons just beginning 
to leave the theatre Le ordered a fourth 
alarm. : 

The motion picture was showing at 
at the time. The management of the 
theatre instructed the motion picture 
operator to flash on the screen the 
warning, “‘Look for your nearest exit: 
Please go-.out slowly.’’ In the mean- 
time smoke had begun to'penetrate the 
theatre and ushers were quietly noti- 
fying the patrons to leave, that thert 
Was some trouble outside. Reserves 
from the Butler Street Station marched 
into the theatre coincident with the 
flashing of the warning on the screen 
and marched down the aisles to see 
*that the patrons went out without 
crowding. 

Thvery one kept cool and in a short 
time the crowd had emptied out of 
exits on Gallatin’ Place, Livitigston, 
Smith and Fulton Streets. 

The fire started on the third floor 
of the building at 398-406 Fulton Street, 
occupied by: the National Recreation 
Centre as a billiard and bowling acad- 
emy. Underneath are millinery, drug, 
dress stores and @ restaurant and all 
these were damaged by smoke and 
water. 

The fire spread fo the roof and the 
flames could be seen for a considerable 
distance. 

Firemen fought the blaze from four 
points and heavy of water 
‘were poured into the building, which 
was part of that formerly occupied by 
A. D. Matthews & Sons, a department 
store. ’ 

Hose lines were carried over the ele- 
vated structure and all trains on the 
Fulton Street elevated were tied up 
for more than an hour while the power 
was shut off.

INSULIN HELD TOO COSTLY 





Dr. Theobald Smith of Princeton 
Gets Honor Medal From 


American Physicians. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 5.— 
Discovery of an effective treatment 
for pernicious anemia, that iodine is a 
valuable remedy for diabetes and that 
dropsical conditions may be entirely 
relieved by a new injection were an- 
nounced here today at the closing ses- 
sions of the convention of the Associa- 
tion of American Physicians in the 
Traymore Hotel. 

The George M. Kober Medal, award- 
ed annually to the physician judged to 
have made the most important con- 
‘tribution to medical scientific knowl- 
edge during the year, Was awarded to 
Dr. Theobald Smith of Princeton, 
Member of the Rockefeller Institute 
and discoverers of the fact that dis- 
eases of many types are transmitted to 
human beings by insects. 

The new anemia treatment consists 


of inclusion of liver in large amounts 
in the diet, according to Drs. George 
R. Minot, Reginald Fitz, W. P. Murphy 
and R. D. Monrpe of Boston. Thirty- 
five patients, they said, who were suf- 
fering from the disease were put on a 
diet of liver for from eight months to 
two years. The red blood-cell count 
rose rapidly, the physicians said, and 
the patients recovered. 


Would Isolate Tubercular. 


Dr. Eugene L. Opie of the Rocke- 
feller Institute, New York, said that 
the children of tubercular parents 
could avoid contracting tuberculosis if 
not exposed to contagion from the par- 
ents in the home. As a result, it was 
advocated that tubercular parents. be 
separated from their ghildren and 
maintained, if necessary, by the com- 
munity. 

That the human body, like a plant, 
can obtain and store up energy from 
the ultra-violet rays of the sun was 
asserted by Drs. Edward H. Mason 
and Howard H. Mason of Montreal. 
They described experiments performed 
with ten persons whose bodies were 
gshown to have used the sun-ray heat 
instead of burning up bodily tissue. 

Use of iodine permanently cures 
goitre, according to experiments de- 
scribed by Dr. Charles A. Elliott of 





Chicago, and Dr. Russell M. Wilder of 
the Mayo Institute, Rochester, Minn. 
reported that iodine also lessens and 
sometimes cures diabetes. 

Dr. Wilder described cases in which 
goitre and a diabetic condition exist- 
ed simultaneously in the same person. 
Use of iodine in most of these cases, 
he said, disposed of both® ailments. 

“It is highly significant,’’<eclared 
Dr. Wilder, ‘“‘that- treatment. with 
iodine counteracts a diabetic -condi- 
tion.’’ ‘ d 
At was said during the discussion 
that while insulin was the only positive 
agency for the cure of diabetes, it was 
too expensive for general use and be- 
‘came inefficient a short time after 
preparation. 


Pancreas Produces Insulin. 


The pancreas is the only organ in the 
human body which produces insulin, 
Dr. J. J. R. Macleod of Toronto de- 
clared. It was in Dr. MacLeod’s labora- 
tory-that Dr. J. Banting discovered in- 
sulin as a cure fo, diabetes. Experi- 
ments. performed on dogs from ‘which 
the pancreas glands were removed: re- 
sulted in the animals developing dia- 
betes. On an insulin diet, however, 
they thrived, but when this was 
stopped the animals died. 

That an injection of a combination 
of three drugs—calcium chloride, am- 
monium chloride and novosaral—dis- 
pells all symptoms of dropsy, although 
not always effecting a permanent cure, 
was announced by Dr. Norman M. 
Keith of the Mayor Institute, Roches- 
ter, Minn. This Wiscovery was re- 
garded as important toward discovery 
of a possible cure for dropsy. The in- 
jection, Dr. Keith declared, caused all 
the dropsical evidence, such as pains 
and swelling, to disappear, but there 
was no certainty that the ailment 
would not recur. 

That: alcoholic cirrhosis of the liver 
is on the wane in this country was 
asserted by Dr. Jonathan Meakins of 
Montreal. The statement caused laugh- 
ter among the physicians. 

“The announcement is apparently a 
humorous one,” said Dr. Meakins, 
“but it is based on fact. Alcoholic 
cirrhosis of the liver is becoming more 
rare in this country today.”

Waid Tells Architects of Lack 
of Foresight, Adding That 
Washington Is in Danger. 








H. V. D. SHAW WINS MEDAL 





Convention Asks Restrictions to 
Preserve White House and 
Capitol Settings.

WASHINGTON, May 5. - American 
eities are growing faster than archi- 
tects can be trained to design them, 
with the result that Washington is in 


danger of irretrievable disfigurement 
through ill-advised building operations 
and New York City is facing similar 
troubles, Dan Everett Waid of New 
York declared today in his annual 
address before the American Institute 
of Architects in the new marble home 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 

Mr. Waid declared that now New 

York City, through a lack of foresight 
in architectural planning, must solve 
problems costing millions which might 
have been saved if skilled guidance 
had been available. 
. “Our great capital city was fortunate 
in the foresight of President George 
Washington, who selected a great 
architect to plan it at the beginning,” 
he added. ‘“‘But Washington is in dan- 
ger now. May the Government be 
warned in time to take measures. 

“Not enough architects are available 
to plan the new towns and to guide 
the growth of young cities. New York 
is in serious trouble. * * * 

“Still more in evidence is a vast im- 
provement which is now transforming 
our smaller towns into places with 
charm. * * * The value of good ar- 
chitecture and community planning is 
more and more appreciated since the 
motor car has made all sections of the 
country conscious of adverse criticism. 

‘“‘We.are told that n building con- 
struction during the past year totaled 
$6,500,000,000 in cost. An architect’s 
conception of that aggregate may be 
formed by looking at two $1,000,000 
apartment houses in one block on Park 
Avenue and then fancying one walk- 
ing through a Park Avenue seventy- 
five miles long lined on both sides 
from end to end with mammoth apart- 
ment buildings, all erected in one 
year, ©: * * 

“A eompetition has developed be- 
tween structural steel on the one hand 
and reinforced concrete on the other. 
This competition, which is being pro- 
moted by large producing concerns in- 
terested in the one product or the 
other, has reached a stage where each 
side is having its engineers increase 
its allowable fibre stresses and de- 
crease the calculated loads, until in 
many buildings the factor of safety is 
brought alarmingly low. The condi- 
tion may be regarded as menacing.”

Thomas Brennan Is Accused in 


the Mysterious Wounding 
of Club Secretary. .

Patrolman Thomas M. Brennan, who 
has been under suspension for eighteen 
months, was placed on trial for a 
second time in Police Headquarters 
yesterday in connection with the 
mysterious shooting of Aloysius J. 
Tierney, Secretary of the Drug’ and 
Chemical Club, 100 William Street, at 
the corner of Nassau and John Street 
on the night of Nov. 10, 1924. Brennan 
was freed in a Magistrate’s Court on a 
felonious assault charge, just after the 
shooting. About a year ago he was 
tried before Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Leach, but no decision was ren- 
dered by former Police Commissioner 
Enright. 

When Brennan appeared yesterday 
before Deputy Commissioner Edward 
D. Kelly he also was charged with 
having failed to arrest the person who 
fired the shot and with having made a 
false statement when he said that he 
had not heard pistol shots as he stood 
with a group of men in front of 11 John 
Street across the street from the shoot- 
ing. 

Mr. Tierney, who was critically 
wounded, was at the trial yesterday} 
He.limped, and showed other evidences 
of not having fully recovered from the 
wound.in the abdomen. He was on his 
way to his home in Orange, N. J., at 
the time of the shooting. 

Patrolman Wiiliam E. O’Connor of 
the Old Slip Station testified that ‘he 
heard the shots and encountered Bren- 
nan, in plain clothes, standing with a 
group at a taxicab in front of the 
building. Brennan was assigned to the 
Special Service Rum and Vice Division. 

Stephen Burns, an investigator, con- 
nected with an office at 79 John Street, 
said that he saw two waist-high 
flashes of a pistol discharged from the 
group’ in which he and Patrolman 
O’Connor e. few minutes later found 
Brennan. O’Connor swore he started 
to search the men when Brennan pro- 
duced a@ police shield. O'Connor ad- 
mitted that he did not take Brennan’s 
pistol from him.

YALE GETS ARABIAN RELICS. 


Rare Antiquities Presented to Uni- 
versity by Former Gov. Baldwin.

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MERGER LINKS KEITH 
AND DE MILLE FILMS 


Vaudeville Circuit Gets a Half 
Interest in Movie Company 
and Becomes Exhibitor. 








STANLEY CONCERN IN A DEAL 





Acquires Control of Strand, Fabian 
and Rowland & Clark Theatre 
Chains—$80,000,000 Involved. 





Bince the amalgamation of the Fa- 
mous Players-Lasky. Theatres and the 
Balaban & Katz circuit of Chicago, 
film distributors have been eager to 
protect their interests by forming con- 
nections with the owners of chains of 
house. One of the latest mergers, 
which was announced yesterday is that 
© fthe Keith-Albee and Orpheum cir- 
ecuits and the Producers’ Distributing 
Corporation, which is perhaps better 
known as Cecil B. De Mille’s company, 
of which Jeremiah Milbank of New 
York and Cecil B. De Mille of Los An- 
geles have heretofore been the princi- 
pal owners. 

Through the negotiations which 
clased yesterday Mr. Albee, in associa- 
tion with Marcus Heiman, president of 
the Orpheum circuit and several affili- 
ated circuits and theatres, became vir- 
tually the exhibitor for the De Mille 
studio pictures, others put forth by the 
Metropolitan studios and comedies 
made by the Christie Brothers. The 
Keith-Albee-Orpheum group has ob- 
tained a half — in the De Mille 
producing company and will have equal 
representation on the Board of Direc- 
tors. e theatres of these ‘circuits 
thus receive assurance of a definite 

(mpertant program of photoplay 
entertainment, which hitherto, it is 
said, has been impossible because most 
of the producers now have theatres of 
their own to which they naturally give 
preference. 


Saves Building Theatres. 

Under the present merger, it is de- 
elared, the De Mille company will not 
have to concern itself with the con- 
struction of theatres, except in such 
towns where no outlet for its films is 
available, either through the vaudeville 
circuits or other houses in the town. 

The Keith-Albee-Orpheum circuits 
are the only big amusement institu- 
tions in the country that have not en- 

gaged in some way in the picture pro- 
ducing business. The affiliation with 
Cecil B. De Mille is regarded as a 
natural development in line with simi- 
lar steps that other theatre circuits 
have taken recently. 

In announcing the merger, Mr. Albee 
gaid: ‘Having been interested in 
building up the B. F. Keith organiza- 
tion of vaudeville, I have been anxious 
to see that ‘picture patrons of our 
theatres receive the same consideration 
regarding that line of entertainment. 
In all my years of experience in de 
veloping the Keith name it now holds 
in vaudeville I have never taken any 
step with more careful thought and 
study of conditions than the associa- 
tion we are now making. For more 
than two years scores of my business 
associates have urged me to take a de- 
cisive move into the motion picture 
business by entering the producing and 
distributing field.”’ 


Stanley Interests in Merger. 

Another important merger of mo- 
tion picture and theatrical interests 
was also announced yesterday. Under 
the transaction the Stanley Company 
of America acquires a controlling in- 
terest in the Mark Strand Theatre Cor- 
poration of New York and New Eng- 
land, the Fabian Circuit of New Jersey 
and the chain of theatres owned by 
Rowland and Clark in Pittsburgh. Ac- 
cording to reports, ,000,000 is in- 
volved in this transdction which in- 
cludes the land,: buildings and equip- 
ment of 225 theatres. 

Through this merger the Stanley 
Company has a chain of theatres ex- 
tending from Massachusetts through 
New York, Northern and Southern 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Washington, D. C., -and in the Vir- 
ginias.

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INDIANA TRUE TO “JIM.” 

When Senator Watson of Indiana 
contemplates his big majority in the 
Republican primary of his State, he 
must be pleased, not astonished, at 
his own moderation. .It was charged 
against him by his Republican oppo- 
nents that for twelve years in the 
Senate he had ‘‘done nothing.’’ But 
to this the man whom all Indianians 
love to call ‘‘Jma’’ may now retort 
that doing nothing is the great art 
and secret of winning votes, If neces- 
sary, Senator WATSON could have done 
’ less and won more. Take his attitude 
and record on the World Court. Asa 
good Republican, he wished to stand 
by the President and vote for it. But 
his political managers at home told 
him that if he did so his chances of 
election to another term would be im- 
periled. Consequently he went to the 
White House and begged to be let-off. 
President Coo.ipce graciously released 
him from any party obligation. Noses 
in the Senate had been carefully 
counted, and it was found that Senator 
Watson’s vote was ‘‘not needed.’’ 
That was enough for Indiana. Her 
heart beats true to a man who is so 
popular, belongs. to so many organiza- 
tions, and can be on both sides of so 
many questions, that his vote is not 
needed. Indiana, at any rate, needs 
him and cleaves to him. 

All admirers of the simple-minded 
Hoosier Senator must regret that a 
cruel slander was put in circulation 
against him in the last days of the 
primary contest. This -was a story 
that what the Honorable Jm was 
really after is not the United States 
Senatorship, but the Presidency. It 
was alleged that if he were renomi- 
nated as Senator he would at once 
drop everything else and press his 
Presidential candidacy for 1928. Noth- 
ing could have more afflicted and out- 
raged Senator WaTson. It is true that 
some of his impetuous friends have now 
and then named him, doubtless much 
against: his will, for the Presidency. 
He does not deny that at one time he 
thought himself fit for the Vice Presi- 
dency. But with an expression of real 
pain on his noble face he stamped 
upon the calumny set afloat by his 
adversaries. He made a statement in 
which he ‘‘ plainly said’’ that he was 
not a candidate for the Presidential 
nomination. 

If he were not a man who swears 
to his own hurt and changeth not, it 
might be that the large figures of his 
vote in the Indiana primary would 
lead him to search his heart anew and 
ask if such a grest favorite with the 
people ought not to be ‘ready to obey 
them when thay bade him go higher. 
As the case stands at present, how- 
ever, the Senator appeals to the coun- 
try not to regard him as a Presidential 
eandidate. With this request it will 
cheerfully and unanimously comply.

COAL AND THE CONSTITUTION. 

When President Cootmaz observed 
that he was unable to find any analogy 
between labor conditions in Great 
Britain and those in the United States, 
he must have been thinking only of 
the pitiful wages of British miners and 
the destructive effect of their protest. 
The break-down in governmental con- 
trol which makes the strike possible is 
of*precisely the same order. as that of 
our anthracite strike last Winter, 
mention only the latest of a series of 
like calamities, Premier BaLpwrtn calls 
such arbitrary exertions of the will of 
a minority “unconstitutional.’’ The 
statement contains an essential truth 
deeply stirring to the Anglo-Saxon 
temperament, but it also begs the con- 
stitutional question. 

In both countries Government works 
threugh institutions set up by the will

of the majority. Among these are the 
trade unions. They are the result of 
over’ a century of agitation, study and 
legislation. Does any sak contend that 
in either country such strikes are 
against the law? Not even when,'as 
in the case of the unions that have 
struck “ sympathetically,” the strike 
leaders break formal 
with employers. In the strict sense of 
the word ‘the proceeding is .constitu- 
tional, We are face to face with a 
paradox of gigantic proportions. The 
snation has set up within its own bor- 
ders a power which may be greater 
than itself and which, from time to 
time, takes heavy toll of its liberties 
and happiness. It is not merely the 
non-union majority that suffer. The 
hundreds of millions of capital that afe 


se|nmow being destroyed are lost to the 


nation as a whole. It is quite within 


5g0 the realm of possibility that English 


industry will not. recover from the 
blow for a. decade. Those who will 
suffer most bitterly are not the well- 
to-do but the strikers, to whom an 
intelligent reorganization of their in- 
dustry might have insured, in the not 
distant future, all they demand and de- 
serve. The crowning absurdity is that 
this constitutional tyrant is so tnex- 
perienced, so unwise, that in a crisis 
like the present it must needs work its 
own destruction. 

In its calmer moments unionism has 
conferred benefits, not only upon wage 
earners but on the nation. No sane 
observer would go back to the time 
when an organization of workmen @° 
secure essential rights was by law a 
conspiracy. Yet if we are fortunate 


* the time will come when labor leaders 


who use their power so manifestly to 
the injury of the nation wil] be amen- 
able to the law as the conspirators 
which, in point of fact, they are. That 
involves a reform of the most difficult 
In the United States we have 
made progress, at least intellectually, 
through experience with the Kansas 
Industrial Court. More is promised 
through the agreements between em- 
ployers and employed recently under- 
taken by our anthracite industry and 
our railways. There is hope, in brief, 
that we are learning, though slowly, 
the art of industrial self-government. 
In this constitutional señse President 
CoouincE has doubtless observed a most

MOSCOW ON THE STRIKE, 

Nowhere else outside of the ‘empire 
would England's labor crisis be 
watched with more passionate interest 
than in Russia. The strike might 
seem the nearest approach yet made to 
that world revolution for which the 
followers of LENIN have waited these 
eight years, But, oddly enough, the 
comment in Bolshevist circles is not at 
all in the nature of a thundereus 
acclamation of the Dawn. In the 
Soviet capital Communists rejoice, but 
Government officials maintain an atti- 
tude of reserve. As late as a year ago 
this divergence between the Soviet 
Government .and the Third Interna- 
tional would have meant little. It 
would have been only another illustra- 
tion of that happy and convenient 
arrangement by which the same set of 
men could preach world revolution in 
their character as international Com- 
munists and preserve the diplomatic 
proprieties as the Government of Rus- 
sia. Today things are somewhat dif- 
ferent. Senator Boran would now find 
it much easier to demonstrate that 
between the Soviet Government and 
the Third International there is no 
connection. Today ZINoviEFrT, who 
issues a flaming Third International 
manifesto on the British crisis, is in a 
minority. 

There are two reasons for the “ re- 
serve” with which official Moscow 
speaks of the British general strike. 
One is ordinary caution. Moscow is 
not.at all convinced of a victory for 
British labor. Its diplomats abroad 
speak of the strike as only a “ curtain- 
raiser.” Even Zrnovierr finds it nec- 
essary to play safe about the develop- 
ments of ‘‘the near future.”’ Official 
Moscow hesitates to antagonize a 
British Government which in all prob- 
ability wil) soon be master again in 
its own house and in control of that 
foreign capital which the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has been so assiduously court- 
ing. British distrust of the Soviets 
wguld obviously be converted into a 
dangerous hostility if the Soviet Com- 
missars should venture to intervene in 
the present crisis, if only with moral 
support. The shrewd STaLin, now in 
firm control at Moscow, will be careful 
not to put his money on the wrong 
horse, ; 

It is a question whether STa.in and 
his associates would in their hearts 
welcome a proletarian revolution in 
Great Britain or elsewhere. - The 
spread of Red flame in Europe would 
add to the prestige of the men in Rus- 
sia who first set off the spark, ‘but it 
would not make their position at home 
any easier. If the rest of Europe 
fellows Russia into the abyss of pov- 
erty, whence will come the loans and 
investments which Russia must have 


to | ifthe nation's industries are to be re- 


vived? The Bolshevist Government 
need not now fear an attack from the 
outside. The real menace is at home, 
in that economic break-down which 
must somehow be repaired if even the 
patient Russian masses are to remain 
permanently quiet. The - now in 
control at Moscow think as Russians 
rather than as world revolutionists.

THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC PASSES. 

Te Academy of Music is the last of 
the strongholds of the older order in 
music’ and the drama to yield to the 
advancing tide of business sweeping 
northward on Manhattan Island. Its 
passing breaks the last link with the 
great operatic and dramatic past in 
New York. There are probably none 
left who can recall the earliest days of 
the Academy, for they go back sev- 
enty-two years. It was opened in 1854 
for the ‘‘cultivation of taste by en- 
tertainments at moderate charges” 
by furnishing facilities for instruction; 
and by rewards. ‘These were the ob- 
jects of the institution as stated in its 
charter; not a universal background 
for opera houses. 

It may be doubted if any look on the 
opera. now as an educational institu- 
tion. Its patrons consider themselves 
already educated and go to it with 
minds unclouded by any desire for im- 
provement. How long the ‘‘ entertain- 
ments’? were offered. at moderate 
‘charges it would be, hard to say. The 
cost of opera is never very moderate; 
but the charges of those days would 
look small to buyers of opera seats to- 
day. The “rewards '’’ mentioned were 
for native opera. The question of 
American opera came at once to the 
fore; for in the first season OLE BULL, 
the famous violinist, who hada brief 
but disastrous experience as manager, 
offered a prize of $1,000 for an Amer- 
ican grand opera, by an American 
composer, on an American subject. It 
does not appear that one was written 
for the purpose. But neither Mr. 
Fry’s “Leonora” nor Mr. BrIsToOw’s 
“Rip .Van Winkle,” both of, which 
were performed, seemed to forward 
greatly the cause of American opera. 

Most operatic managers had disas- 
trous experiences in those days. There 
was at the Academy the instability of 
management usual at that time; one 
rude awakening and collapse succeeded 
another, as they did before the Metro- 
politan got started on its prosperous 
career. But if there was nothing re- 
splendent in the financial results, there 
was at the Academy aresplendent suc- 
cession of singers, whose very names 
tnake older operagoers of these days 
yearn and sigh. Then opera meant 
singing and very little else; but it 
meant the finest singing in the world, 
as . good singing as ever had been 
heard. Here Pattr made her. début at 
the age of 16, and here, twenty-five 
years later, she reappeared at the 
height of her fame, PATTI may 
rightly be considered an American art- 
ist, for she was, if not born in New 
York, at least brought up and taught 
here. And that the encouragement of 
American singers is no new thing for 
New York is suggested by some of the 
American names that adorn the long 
history of the Academy of Music: 
Mmes. KELLOGG, Cary, Havk, NEVADA, 
Norpica, PHILLIPS, ALBANI. EAMES, 
Farrar, Hastrerrer, Homer, Jucs, 
WaLkKER; Messrs. BISPHAM, BLASS, 
Canpipus, Fout, WHITEHILL, SHEEHAN 
and others. Some of them were more 
prominently connected with the newer 
house, but they first appeared in the 
oldeft 

Of foreign artists of the highest rank 
whom New York was privileged to hear 
at the Academy there may be recalled 
Grist, MARIO, VESTVALI, BaDIAL!, STEF- 
FANONE, LAGRANGE, PICCOLOMINI, NILS- 
son, Lucca, BricNout, ITato CaMPa- 
NINI, ParRePa, GERSTER, MAUREL, 
CaPouL, MAaRIMON, SCALCHI, RAVELLI, 
pet’ PuENTE, and how many more? 
These are something more than names. 
They represent great achievements in 
the great art of “hel canto"’ which is 
disappearing. There are now new 
ideals of the lyric drama; in many 
respects better ones, Perhaps the new 
id@als are incompatible with all the 
virtues of the old ones; much could be 
said about that, But it is certain that 
something has been lost—something of 
value; and the crumbling walls of the 
old Academy symbolize the disappear- 
ance of things that once were held 
dear.

BRITISH AID TO STOP RUM- 
® RUNNING. 
‘Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN recently 
characterized as ‘‘a pyrely administra- 





tive measure’’ an arrangement made 


by the British Government to allow 
American revenue cutters to enter 
waters of the Bahamas for observa- 
tion of vessels under suspicion of 
smuggling liquor into ports of the 
United States. As Great Britain always 
has been a stickler for her rights at 
sea, this cooperation with the United 
States in its work of enforcing the 
Prohibition: law was viewed by the 
Opposition in Parliament as a ‘‘ con- 
cession:’” It was, ofcourse, not a 
surrender of any right, but a modifi- 


‘cation of rules to aid the United States. 


The text of the “‘ administrative meas- 
ure’’ is now published in full. Amer- 
ican cutters, ‘‘on account of the na- 
‘ture of the duties of thé United 
** States Coast Guard and the diffi- 
‘culties in the way of giving notice 
‘through the usual official chaQnel,”’ 
are to be allowed to enter British ter- 
ritorial waters at Gun Cay and con- 
tiguous islands without ** strict com- 
“‘piiance with the Admiralty regula- 
**tions.”’ A call, however, must first be 
made and notice given at Bimini; and 
it is understood that the cutters are 
to “maintain a correct attitude and

to be experimental for one year, to 
be renewed or not as seems best. 

Great Britain is prepared to do a 
great deal more by way of coopera- 
tion with the United States. Regis- 
trars of shipping in the West Indies 
are to prevent transfer to the British 
flag of vessels ‘ intended for the 
smuggling trade.’’ Some cases of 
colonial activity, and of British pro- 
ceedings, against ships engaged in 
violating the Customs act are cited to 
show the good faith of the British 
Government. It promises to remove 
“liquor smugglers from the British 
register’? upon sufficient evidence 
that the ships ‘‘are really owped or 
Furthermore, 
the British Government invites the 
United States to send representatives 
to London to discuss with the British 
authorities the powers and limitations 
of the home Government in the way 
of cooperation to end liquor smug- 
gling. The United States is expected 
to supply information about its plans 
to enforce the Prohibition law at sea 
The British Government describes its 
cooperation in Bahama waters and in 
the matter of preventing false registry 
as ‘‘a spontaneous and voluntary 
offer of assistance.’’ The invitation 
téd send representatives of this coun- 
try to London for a conference has 
been formally accepted by Secretary 
KELLOGG. 

It will devolve on the United States 


to see that the American cutter com- M 


manders detailed for observation in 
the West Indies are men of experi- 
ence and sound judgment. An arbi- 
trary act following a mistake in stop- 
ping a suspected ship, or the firing 
on an honest merchantman, might 
cause complications. The American 
cutters will be engaged in a delicate 
duty. It can hardly be supposed that 
the Bahama ‘‘concession” will be 
popular in England. At the same 
time, British opinion of the better sort 
now condemns the liquor traffic . at 
sea in disregard of our Prohibition 
law. At a meeting in England re- 
cently the Bishop of London declared: 
‘This traffic is most dishonoring to 
Great Britain.’’ Sir AUSTEN CHAM-4 
BERLAIN promised in a letter read at 
the meeting that he would do all in 
his power to put an end to it. The 
British Government deserves praise 
for the attitude it has taken as a 
friendly nation. Its good faith can- 
not be doubted when it makes con- 
cessions like that of the West Indian 
agreement.

FIGHTING FOR SPOILS IN CHINA. 

From China comes the report that 
all efforts to form a new Cabinet in 
Peking have been temporarily blocked 
by the Mukden War Lord, CHana Tso- 
LIN. Thus there is another lull in the 
jealous warfare that has so devastated 
the Celestial Republic during the last 
eighteen months. Apparently, Chinese 
military politics are once miore going 
through permutations and combina- 
tions which have done so much to 
obscure the real needs of China. When 
CHANG and Wu joined hands against 
the ‘‘ Christian General’’ FEna last 
Winter and drove his forces out of 
Tientsin and Peking, old-timers in 
China predicted that this alliance, like 
all previous similar combinations of 
two Chinese Generals against a third, 
would not last long. The immediate 
cause of the quarrel between CHANG 
and Wu is said to be the latter’s pro- 
posal to revive the defunct Chinese 
Parliament. CHANG, schooled in mili- 
tary autocracy, has little patience 
with such a body. A deadlock has re- 
sulted, and China continues in the 
inglorious position of having no central 
Government. Cynics may say that the 
central Government which did exist 
was utterly powerless outside of the 
immediate neighborhood of Peking, 
and that China is therefore no worse 
off now than then. But Chinese and 
foreigners alike knew then who was 
actually in control of Peking, whereas 
today all is uncertainty. 

The inability of the Chinese War 
Lords to get together is the greatest 
single obstacle in the way of unifica- 
tion of China by force. There can be 
little doubt that under the ostensible 
difference of opinion between CHANG 
and Wu about a parliament is the old 
ambition of each of these men to be 
the supreme figure in China, There is 
a Chinese species of the “ Presidential 
bug” which produces as grave conse- 
quences when it bites Chinese politi- 
cians as does our Ohio breed every 
Presidential year. CHANG was first 
bitten about ten years ago and has, had 
recurrent attacks ever since. Marshal 
Wo did not succumb until later, but 
though he was very powerful behind 
the throne for a year or more, his con- 
dition is no less desperate. 

The tragic thing is that as these 
War Lords fight their personal battles 
the Chinese people are powerless 
either to protect themselves or to help 
themselves. They ask only for peace 
and non-interference in their personal 
affairs, At heart they hate the mili- 
tarists bitterly. 
are still in the saddle, and in their 
hands Hes the making ér breaking of 
any Chinese Government, China to- 
day is a republic in name only. Rep- 
Tesentative government is non-exis-

SMALL TOWNS, BIG APPETITES. 

To disclose all any one needs to 
know about a small town appears to 
be the purpose of Wii. Ross, himself 
a leading citizen in a small town in 
Pennsylvania. He has been writing 
in several numbers in Scribner’s on 
business, play and politics as he ob- 
serves and takes part in them. This 
month he goes to the heart of the 
small town—that is, its stomach. The 
reader will find his article a good one 
for taking just before dinner. Later, 
his descriptions of barbecues, church 
suppers of seven hundred sandwiches 
and five hundred doughnuts, and social 
evenings with hot dogs, buns, pickles, 
cider, pumpkin pie, 
ice cream and coffee might not “‘ set ’”’ 
so well. 

The social hour in a small town is 
non-existent without food, Any meet- 
ing of citizens, 
both, morning, noon or night, is ac- 
companied by appropriate provisions. 
If the invitation to such a gathering 
does not mention the feast, nobody 
will come. The affairs discussed by 
r. Ross are mostly a combination of 
festivity with purpose. Gatherings of 
missionary societies, literary clubs, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Kitchen 
Bible Class (significant, name! ), danc- 
ing clubs and fishermen’s associations 
all discuss their objects and their food. 
If they do not eat, they will not work. 
A test was made by Mr. Rose when 
he was Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Every week a meeting with 
lunch was held. Though the member. 
ship fee was more than doubled, 
everybody wanted to join. A year 
later the eating program was dropped 
and the membership fell‘away to u 
corporal’s guard. 

Is this state of things peculiar to 
one little town? -It must represent 
humanity in cities as weil as villages. 
Stories are told of the invasion of 
even the tiniest communities by the 
delicatessen, with a corresponding de- 
crease in enthusiasm for egting, but 
such tales are more humorous than 
accurate. A glance at the social notes 
of daily papers over the country in- 
dicates the truth. The Tulsa Little 
Theatre is out for new members and 
$8,000 for its budget: ‘* Weekly 
** luncheons ‘are held for the member- 
“ship at a leading hotel.’ In Chicago 
Le Cercle Francais held a new board 
meeting yesterday ‘‘followed by a 
luncheon.’’ College alumni get to- 
gether for purposes of reminiscence 
and eating. Nobody need miss the in- 
digestion of his boyhood. 

Mr. Rosz, who is the editor of his 
town newspaper, has announced his 
candidacy for the Pennsylvania State 
Senate. He goes into the campaign 
with his eyes open and a brave front. 
It is something that he has offered 
to lend his column, ‘‘ Home-spun,"’ 
to his political opponent on condition 
that that worthy write it all himself. 
But this sacrifice is nothing compared 
to putting his appetite at the disposal 
of the voters. What steaks and roasts 
and picnics and banquets and polit- 
ical meetings, with ‘‘fixings’’! A 
stout digestion is needed for an as- 
pirant from a small town resolved to 
eat his way to the State Senate.

for eggs to take with the passage of 
time. This particular device, it seems, 
requires the passage of the eggs on 
electrically moved conveyers through a 
bath of oil heated a little above the 
boiling point of water. That, it is said, 
will seal the pores in the shells, keep 
the microbes of decomposition out, and 
make possible preservation in a good 
state for months and months. 

But there are other devices for attain- 
ing the same results. All of them are 
regarded as successful by their inven- 
tors. A fresh egg is one thing, but, no 
matter what is done to it, it becomes 
something quite different within a few 
days; and while there are many ways 
to slow down the change, not one of 
them stops it.

That is instant in such 
a place as a hen’s nest, even on the 
best regulated poultry farms. 

Storage eggs may be, and probably 
are, a necessity in this age, but they 
have a bad reputation and deserve it. 
Let the General Electric Company turn 
its large mind in the direction of im- 
proving distribution and it will be bet- 
ter employed than in adding to the 
varieties of storage eggs.

The First American Railway. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article entitled ‘Railroads Dispute 
Age” in your issue of April 20, describing 
a dispute as to priority between the Balti- 
more & Ohio and the New York Central, 
erroneously suggests that it involves the 
question of the first railroad in this coum 
try. The fact is that if there is any con- 
troversy between the railroads named, it 
must be over the right to second place, as 
the title of the Delaware & Hudson Com- 
pany to first place is established beyond 
dispute. 

The corporation now operating the rail- 
road of the Delaware & Hudson Company 
was incorporated by a special act of the 
Legislature of New York, passed on April 
28, 1828. Under this charter it built the first 
railroad intended for steam locomotives that 
was evor built in the Western Hemisphere, 
and on that raflroad operated a locomotive 
a full year before any locomotive was oper- 
ated by the Baltimore & Ohio or anywhero 
else on the continent of North America, Tho 
first four locomotives ever in this country 
were imported by this company from Eng- 
land in 1829, The epochal event of the first 
use of a railroad locomotive in America oc- 
curred on Aug. 8, 1829, when Horatio Allen 
ran the Stourbridge Lion over Delaware &

New Tests of Water. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your Sunday edition of May 2 appeared 
a news item under the caption “Discover New 
Svay of Testing Water; Syracuse Univer- 
sity Scientists Announce Method of De- 
tecting Presence of Typhoid.’”” We beg to 
take this means of correcting a very mis 
leading statement which crept into this arti- 
cle, through no fault of your editorial staff. 
We are quoted as saying: “The new process 
discloses immediately and positively the 
presence of typhoid.” We wish to deny em- 
phatically that our method with cellobiose 
serves as a means of detecting the typhoid 
bacillus. It gives what we consider a valua- 
ble and simple means of differentiating be- 
tween E. coli communior (the. presence of 
which is evidence of fecal pollution) and A, 
aerogenes (the presence of which dees not 
indicate pollution). Our test, therefore, while 
of decided interest in public health work, is 
not one which involves the typhoid bacillus.

DEBATE AS CLIMAX FAILS 





Audience That Packs High School 
Goes Home Disappointed When

FREEPORT, L. I., May 5.—Dr. Clif- 
ford Colyer and Mrs. Christine Ed- 
wards defeated Martin H. Weyrauch 
and Mrs. Marjcrie Cann for seats on 
the Freeport Board of Education at the 
annual school election today. A total 
of 1,541 votes was cast, the largest 
number ever cast in Freeport. Mrs. 
Edwards received 841 and Dr.. Colyer 
They were the candidates of the 
Community Party. Mrs. Cann received 
605 votes and Mr. Weyiauch 613. They 
were the candidates of the United Citi- 
zens Party. 
The election was the most hotly con- 
tested in the history of Freeport. The 
entire month of April was spent in 
hard campaigning by both parties. The 
climax came last night when the Board 
of Education met publicly to pass upon 
the budget for the coming year. 

Mr. Weyrauch had challenged Dr. 
Colyer te a debate on the policy of 
the board. Dr. Colyer had accepted 
on conditions. A dispute over the con- 
ditions led -to calling off the debate, 
though several hundred villagers who 


would not usually have attended the 
board meeting crowded the High 


. Following the adoption of the budget 
by unanimous vote, the crowd re- 
mained seated for several minutes, 
waiting for one of the candidates to 
take the floor. Both were seen to 
leave the auditorium, and the crowd 
dispersed. 

Each of the candidates has accused 
the other of attempting to inject poli- 
tics into the School Board. Friends of 
Mr. Weyrauch seized upon a state- 
ment made by’ Dr. Colyer at the be- 
ginning of the campaign that he had 
“been in the navy and knew all the 
cuss words,’’ and made an issue of it 
in the campaign. They declared that 
a man who had that type of knowledge 
had no place on the School Board. 

Mr. Weyrauch said that he had been 
threatened during the campaign, and 
that he received a telephone call at 
his home last night a few minutes 
before leaving for the Board meeting, 
in which he was threatened with 
bodily harm if he attended. Mr. Wey- 
rauch said that Mrs. Cann had re- 
ceived a similar threat. : 

The budget adopted was $411,081, the 
largest yet in Freeport.

John J. Dorman, Clerk of the Court 
ef Special. Sessions in Kings County 
for the last six years. and Chairman 
ef the Democratic County Committee 
of Brooklyn, was named Fire Commis- 
sioner of the City of New York last 
night by Mayor Walker. 

The appointment was a complete sur- 
prise in political circles and was in- 
terpreted as an unqualified victory for 
John.H. McCooey, leader of the Kings 
County Democratic organization.

Po- 
litical circles in and around the City 
Hall, until just before the appointment 
was announced, had not even heard 
his name mentioned in. the gossip 
which had been rife since the retire- 
ment of Commissioner Drennan was 
made known. The two men most prom- 
inently mentioned had been Deputy 
Fire Commissioner Joseph M. Hannon 
of Tammany Hall and John N. Har- 
man, former Sheriff c* Kings County, 
who, like Mr. Dorman, is a pronounced 
McCooey follower. 


Hannon a Friend of the Mayor. 


Observers who thought the office 
should go to Manhattan believed 
Deputy Commissioner Hannon likely 
to win the prize, not only because it 


would be a natural promotion but 
also because of his close friendship 


with Mayor Walker, who had been 
gaid to favor his selection. If, on the 
other hand, it was deemed necéssary 


to conciliate rather than to antagonize 
John H. McCooey, in view of the ap- 
proaching State campaign, the politi- 
cal seers believed Mr. McCooey’s choice 
among Brooklyn eligibles would fall 
upon Mr. Harman.

Weisbord Denies the Responsibility 
for Statements In Papers—

PASSAIC, N. J., May) 5.—Premature 
statements on behalf of the strikers, 
as evidenced by newspaper publicity, 
were blamed today for the discontinu- 
ance this morning of an attempt to 


mediate the textile strike through the 


Slavic Committee of Conciliation. 

The Slavic Committee, headed by 
Judge W. Carrington Cabell, had 
worked for several weeks to arrange 
a conference between representatives 
‘of the mill owners and the strikers. 


The announcement was made yester- 
day that the meeting would be held 
this morning and throughout the strike 
area it was felt that as a result of the 
meeting a settlement of the strike 
could be effected. 

Albert Weisbord, .Chairman of the 
United Front Committee, whom the 
mill owners have refused to recognize, 
told a crowd in an address at Belmont 
Park yesterday that the conference 
was a “victory” for the strikers and 
added: ‘‘When the mill owners meet 
the committee, they will meet repre- 
sentatives of the United Front Com- 
mittee.”” The Passaic Herald printed 
@ paragraph, which read as follows: 
““erms reached by the strikers’ com- 
mittee and the mill executives tomor- 
row, if any, must be ratified by the 
ixecutive Committee of the United 
Front Committee of textile strikers, of 
which Albert Weisbord is Chairman.” 


Explains Failure to Meet. 


The meeting was not held this morn- 
ing, and when an explanation was 


sought, Judge Cabell issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“All contacts of the Slavic Commit- 
tee with those involved in the strike 
have been in confidence, and with the 
distinct understanding that no publicity 
should be given except by the Chair- 
man of that committee. Accordingly 
only the fact that such contacts were 
made has been announced. 

“The departure from this practice 
yesterday evidenced in certain state- 
ments in the public press has for the 
time interrupted the committee’s pro- 
ceedings.”’ 

Weisbord denied responsibility for the 
statement in the newspaper, and he 
referred all inquiries regarding the 
meeting to Judge Cabell. 

The mill owners issued today a joint 
statement in which it was reiterated 
that they would deal only with their 
employes and would not recognize the 
United Front Committee. It was signed 
by the Botany Worsted Mills, Garfield 
Worsted Mills, Gera Mills, New Jersey 
Worsted Mills and the Passaic Worsted 
Spinning Company. 

“Statements ae in posenes "

the statement, “that the manufac- 
turers will meet with representatives 
selected by the United Front Commit- 
tee were not only unauthorized but 
without foundation.” 

The discontinuance of the effort at 
mediation put the strike back into the 
state of suspension it has been in for 
most of thefifteen weeks of its dura- 
tion. The next movement was not dis- 
cussed.

STATE INTRODUCES 
HILTON CONFESSION 


Statement Admitting Queens 
Shooting Said to Have Been 
Signed by Radio Burglar. 





PROSECUTION CLOSES CASE 





Detectives Say Defendant Told Them 
He Shot Four Policemen— 
Defense Opens Today. 





A confession said to have been signed 
by Paul E. Hilton in the presence of 
Commissioner McLaughlin at Police 
Headquarters’ was introduced yester- 
day at the trial of the radio. burglar 
in Queens County .Court at Long 
Island City, where he is charged with 
murder in the first degree for the 
shooting of Patrolman Arthur Kenny 
on the night of March 25. 

With the admission as evidence of 
the written confession and the de- 
scription of an oral confession which 
Hilton was said to have made, the 
State’s case against him, was com- 
pleted by Assistant District Attorney 
Peter M. Daly. 

The defense will commonce 
court reconvenes this morning. 


Three Detectives Testify. 


The principal witnesses against Hil- 
ton were Detectives- William Jackson, 
J. A. Pike and George Chiquette, who 
arrested Hilton at the opening of the 


baseball season at the Polo Grounds 
on the afternoon of April 13. 

The three detectives testified that 
after his arrest Hilton told them that 
the pistol, which was found in his pos- 
session when he was arrested, was the 
same one with which he had shot four 
policemen in Queens. 

Jackson denied that. any extraordi- 
nary persuasive methods had been 
used on Hilton to induce him to make 
a confession. He said that when Hil- 
ton was asked to make a statement he 
was warned by Assistant District At- 
torney James J. Conroy, who had pre- 
viously questioned him, that the state- 
ment might be used against him. 


Text of the Statement. 


The statement, admitted as evidence, 
read: ‘‘My name is Paul E. Hilton. 1 
am 27 years old. I lived at 155 West 
Fourteenth Street, New York City, un- 


til about three months ago. Since that 
date I have been living in hotels. 

“One night about three weeks or one 
month ago, I went to Richmond Hill, 
Forest Parkway station, and walked 
back to Jamaica Avenue, about one- 
fourth mile, and found a house about 
a couple of houses from the corner 
and gained entrance through the base- 
ment and started to look for valuables, 
when I heard some one moving around 
outside, and tried to go out through 
the basement but couldn’t and then 
went upstairs and went out through 
the kitchen door. 

“I saw some one come around the 
corner with a flashlight and a gun and 
I started to go back to the kitchen and 
some one said: ‘Who’s that?’ and I 
started to run down the stoop with 
my gun in hand, a Smith & Wesson, 
and it is the same gun shown me now 
and it had on it Nos. 250622, 250628. 


Two Men Shot At. 


“When some one ran around the 
corner at me I operted fire and fired one 
shot. 
feet away. I jumped off the stoop and 
jumped over a fence. I ran a few 
blocks and turned to the left and ran 
another block or two when I met a man 
coming’ toward me with a gun and, 
having heard a number of shots, I 
knew I was being chased, and when 
I saw this man I told him that some 
one ran in the alley. We both ran in 
the alley. I saw a fence and started 
to go for it, and he yelled, ‘I don’t be- 
lieve you,’ and started to raise his gun 
when I fired one shot and heard his 
groan. Then I hurdled two fences to 
the street and walked to the elevated 
station and took the elevated to 
Park Row and then to the Bowery. 

“This statement is voluntary, and I 
haven’t been ferced nor promised any- 
thing to make it.

B. & O. Plans Bu⸗ Line to Carry — 
To Jersey City Ferry After Station Lease Ends 





The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
which will discontinue the operation 
of trains from the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion on Sept. 1 upon the expiration of 
its contract with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, is considering the desirabil- 
ity of operating buses from Times 
Square and the Grand Central Ter- 
minal... According to the tentative 
plan, passengers would be collected at 
these points and carried to the Twen- 
ty-third Street Ferry of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey and thence by 
boat to the Communipaw terminal of 
that railroad at Jersey City. 

Under a new contract with the Jer- 
sey Central the B. & O. will operate 
through trains over its lines and those 
of the Reading to Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Washington and the West. The 
trains would be timed to connect di- 
rectly with the bus service and in 
case. a bus were delayed another would 
be sent out..

For the short term Republican nomi- 
nation Senator Arthur R. Robinson of 
Indianapolis has a majority of 57,000 
over the other four candidates in 2,850 
precincts tabulated.

Owen D. Young, Chairman of the 
General Electric Company and the 
Radio Corporation of merica, an- 
nounced yesterday that he would not 
become a candidate for Governor of 
New York. Mr. Young arrived home 
on the White Star liner Olympic. He 
was met by the report that Governor 
Smith had suggested his name as that 
of a suitable candidate for the Demo- 
cratic Party this Fall. 

Mr. Young demurred, saying he had 

never undertaken a job for which he 
had not been trained. He said the 
Governorship was one position for 
which he had no schooling. 
’ “Without taking the suggestion se- 
riously,” said Mr. Youfig, “‘I. will say 
that to hold public office effectively 
requires political experien¢e and polit- 
ical -knowledge. I have neither. I 
hope I never may undertake a job for 
which my experience has not fitted 
me.” 

Mr. Young went abroad to attend the 
International Radio Conference deal- 
ing with the Consortium on South 
America. English, French, German 
and American radio interests were 
represented by two officials each. They 
discussed the prograz of radio devel- 
opment in South America. 

“TI talked from London to N ~- York 
over the wireless telephone,” he re- 
marked, concerning wireless telephony. 
‘Both times the voice carried perfectly 
clearly. It was as clear as if I were 
talking from one American city to an- 


other. The voice came with such vol- 
ume that there ‘as no suggestion of 
distance. 

“What especially interests me at 
present is the sending of short wave 
length messages to Buenos Aires, 
which are more effective in daytime 
than long waves. This means a great 
saving in operating costs.” 

Mr. Young declined to talk on Euro- 
pean political affairs. He said he had 
adopted such a policy after retiring 
from the Dawes commission. He said 
he was highly pleased with the opera- 
tion of the new radio-photographic 
plant installed by the British Marccni 
Wireless Company in London, and that 
the pictures that were being transmit- 
ted across the Atlantic by radio were 
getting better and better. 


PAN-AMERICAN PARLEYS SET. 


Commercial and Aviation Meetings 
to Be in Washington in May, 1927. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—Acting upon 
the resolution of the Fifth Pan-Amer- 
ican Conference, which met. at 
Santiago, Chile, in 1923, the govern- 
ing board of the Pan American Union 
today designated May 23, 1927, as the 
date for the opening session of the 
Inter-American Commission on Com- 

mercial Aviation. 

At the same time the board au- 
thorized the Director General to issue 
a call for a third Pan-American Com- 
mercial Conference, which will meet 
in Washington at the same time.

Governor Smith Disapproves 
Davison Measure Localizing 
Control of Commission. 





OUTGROWTH OF ISLIP FIGHT 





Attempt to Invade Taylor Estate 
Marked by Court Battle—Gov- 
ernor Quotes Judge Scudder,

ALBANY, May 5.—Governor Smith 
today effectually blocked the efforts of 
wealthy residents of Long Island to 
delay the work of the Long Island 
Park Commission when he vetoed a 
bill by Assemblyman Davison, Nassau 
Republican. Under the Davison bill 
the commission would be enlarged by 
four members to be appointed by the 
Governor after they had been recom- 
mended by the Boards of Supervisors 
of Nassau and Suffolk Counties. The 
bill also provided that at least one of 
the four new members should be a 


resident of Suffolk County. The three 
present members of the commission 
would have been continued in office 
until their terms expired. 

The section of the bill which, it was 
declared at the Capitol, might have 
blocked the work of the Long Island 
Park Commission provided that no 
land could be acquired for parks or 
parkways in either Nassau or Suffolk 
County by the commission without 
the consent of a majority of the resi- 
dent Commissioners of such counties. 

‘Outgrowth of a Fight. : 

When the Davison bill was intro- 
duced in the Legislature it was said 
that it was the outgrowth of the fight 
between the Long Island Park Com- 
mission and the owners of the Taylor 
estate. The commission appropriated 
certain land at Islip owned by the 
Taylor estate, with the result that a 
battle in the courts was started. 

“I cannot do better in disapproving 
this bill than to quote from a letter 
from Judge Scudder of the Long 
Island Park Commission to Assembly- 
man Davison,’’ the Governor wrote. 
“This letter sets forth very fully the 
numerous objections to this bill and 
shows its hostile origin and purpose. 
I quote from Judge Scudder’s letter 
because I believe he has the facts and 
states them better than I could.” 

Governor Smith then quotes in part 
—— Judge Scudder’s letter, as fol- 
ows: 

“The purpose and effect of these 
amendments is apparent on their face. 
Back of them is the idea ‘that the 
program on Long Island is a local 
program and not a State or a regional 
one. Back of it also is the assump- 
tion that local people should have the 
right to determine on the basis of 
local influence, politics, &c., a pro- 
gram for all the people of the State 
for all time and the future recrea- 
tional needs of the entire metropolitan 
‘section, including the City of New 
York, which, by. the way, pays the 
greater part of the taxes for the State 
park bond issue and which is itself 
outside of any State park region and 
therefore dependent on the suburbs for 
any benefits which it may get from 
the State park program. It is hardly 
necessary to emphasize the crudeness 
of the draft of these amendments. 


Contains Unique Devices. 


“The Boards of Supervisors are al- 
lowed to decide how many they will 
nominate to the Governor. There is 
no provision as to the number and no 
provision as to what happens if the 
Governor decides to turn down all the 
nominations. The whole device of 
County Supervisors nominating for ap- 
proval by the Governor and the Senate 
is unique and, of course, wholly im- 
proper with reference to a State pro- 
gram, irrespective of the very well 
known influences behind this particu- 
lar suggestion in the Long Island re- 
gion above alluded to. The device by

New traffic rules will go into 
effect in a few days, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at Police Head- 
quarters. One rule will permit 
motorists to park their cars in 
streets not banned for such use for 
not more than one hour. Deputy 
Commissioner Philip D. Hoyt and 
Deputy Chief Inspector William A. 
Coleman, head of the Traffic Divi- 
sion, were busy yesterday putting 
the new rules into shape. 

The plan calls for re-establishing 
the Police Bureau of Safety, but 
not on the elaborate scale as that 
under the preceding Administration.

SMITH SIGNS BILL 
FOR SCHOOL MONEY 


Approves Proposed Increase by 
$9,000,000 of State’s Aid 
to Rural Schools.

Governor Endorses Appropriation of 
$1,000,000 for Hudson River 
Bridge at New York.

ALBANY, May 5.—Governor Smith 
approved today the Cole bill under 
which the State will increase its an- 
nual quota for the aid of rural schools 
by more than §$9,000,000, the figure 
agreed upon last year by Governor 
Smith and the Republican leaders of 
the Legislature. The quota for each 
rural school district employing more 
than one teacher will be increased 
from $450 to $500, and for each district 
with only one teacher the increase 
will be from $250 to $300. 

The Governor also approved a bill 
sponsored by Senator Downing, Demo- 
cratic leader of the upper house, which 
provides for a Superintendent of 
Schools Emeritus in New York City. 
At the time this measure was passed 
in the closing days of the session it 
was said that it was in the interest 
of William L. Ettinger, fo 
intendent of Schools of New York, 
who was deposed by former Mayor 
Hylan. The salary of the Superinten- 
dent Emeritus will be $12,000 a year. 

A bill by Senator Nicoll of New York 
which appropriates $1,000,000 as New 
York State’s first payment toward a 
new bridge across the Hudson River 
from Fort Lee, N. J., to 178th Street, 
Manhattan, was approved by the Gov- 
ernor. Under the bill the State is 
pledged, to appropriate $1,000,000 for 
the next five years as its share of 
the cost. New Jersey will appropri- 
ate a similar amount and the rest of 
the cost of the structure will be raised 
through the sale of bonds by the New 
York Port Authority. The bridge is 
expected to cost about $50,000,000. 


Westchester Bill Approved. 


A bill by Senator Westall, Westches- 
ter, providing for the appointment of 
an Acting County Medical Examiner 


in Westchester County was approved 
by the Governor. Some weeks ago he 
vetoed a bill for an Assistant County 
Medical Adviser. 

Governor Smith vetoed a bill by Sena- 
tor Gibbs of Buffalo which would 
have provided that primary elections 
be held the first week in September. 
The Govérnor said he could see no 
good reason for setting ahead the time 
of the elections and believed 
it would tend to further confuse the 
voters. 3 - 

Another measure vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor would have changed the present 
law regarding the designation of a 
‘village paper.” Under the rejected 
bill the trustees of a village could 
have selected any paper in the county

_ The resolution adopted by the board 
read that. the company, which has 
been operating without a permit,‘ could 
do no business until it obtained one. 
It charges the company with having 
aided and participated in practices of 
such character as to justify the board 
in refusing to issue the necessary per+ 
mit. The board also revoked the per- 
mit of Samuel Doner, a wholesale milk 
and milk product dealer, of 510 West 
Fortieth Street. 

The testimony introduced in the Val- 
ley Dairy Company case brought out, 


dealers. who are actually shippers and 
brokers of milk and cream are doing 
business without permits. Orders were 
issued to the Director of the Bureau 
of Foods and Drugs and to the Chief 
of the Division of Milk Inspection of 
the Health Department that all of 
them were to be stopped from doing 
business until they obtained permits. 


Handle 1§ Per Cent. of City Supply. 


It. is estimated that the fifty dealers 
concerned handle about 500,000 quarts 
of milk and cream daily, or approxi- 
mately 15 per cent. of the city’s 
supply.

LYON HERO OF FINAL NIGHT 





Triumphs In All His Engagements 
and Scores Over Willoughby In 
Decisive Bout at the Astor. 





When Arthur S. Lyon won his, sabre 
bout with R. M. P. Willoughby in the 
Grand Ballroom of the Hotel Astor 
last night he captured for the United 
States the Robert M. Thompson Inter- 
national Fencing Trophy. Lyon's vic- 
tory was the twenty-fifth for the chal- 
lenging American team in the three 
nights of competition with the three 
weapons, foil, é6pée and sabre, against 
the defending British team, and was 


the decisive one, as forty-eight bouts 
in all were held, sixteen with each 


weapon. 

Following the announcement of the 
director, “‘Mr. Willoughby has been 
hit,” one of the largest galleries ever 
to turn out for the international 
matches broke into applause. The 
spectators filled all of the boxes and 
floor space in the ballroom. 

m’s victory: was scored after an 
attack remarkable for its speed and 
perfect timing. Depending largely on 
his great agility, Lyon leaped in for 
the final stroke after the touches stood 
at 4-all and thrust at Willoughby. The 
latter parried and made a lightning- 
like ripost, which did not quite reach. 
Lyon, wary of the ripost, swept in with 
a swishing overhead stroke that landed 
fair and square on the head. The 
bout was the eleventh of the night and 
at its end the total score stood 25 to 
18. The final score was 27 to 21. It 
was the most decisive victory in the 
history of the trophy. The score of 
the sabre matches was 11 to 5 for the 
Ameritans. 

By the victory last night the Ameri- 
cans take possession for the second 
time of the Thompson trophy, which 
is a bronze group by Gleb Derujinsky. 


Score Even at Start. 


The first match held in Washington 
in 1921 resulted in a victory for the 
Americans by a two-bout margin. In 
London in 1923 the British won the 
trophy, also by a two-bout margin. At 
the beginning of competition last night 
the score was even as a result of a 
viotory by the Americans with the foil 
and by the British with the épge on 
the first and second nights of the com- 
petition. Both scores were 11 to 5. 

The American team took an early 
lead when the competition began last 
night. It was almost 9 o’olock when 
Lyon and A. D. Pearce faced each 
other on the strip in the first bout. 
Lyon was on his opponent in this bout 
with the same speed he showed in his 
later bouts. Quickly making the first 
touch he won the bout, five touches to 
two, to put the American team into the 
lead which they never relinquished. 

Warrant Officer John W. Dimond 
met Major G. N. Dyer, D. S. O. in the 
second bout and vanquished him, five 
touches to three. It was three in a 
row for the Americans when Dr. J. 
Ernest Gignoux defeated Willoughby, 
ftve to four. The English scored their 
first victory of the night when C. B. 
Notley defeated Harold van Buskirk 
in a close bout, five to. four. 

Lyon was the only member of the 
American team to win all four of his 
bouts last night. Dimond won three 
and Gignoux and van Buskirk won 
two each to make up the total of 
eleven. 

Notley was the most effective mem- 
ber of the British combination. He 
won three of his bouts and was de- 
feated only by Lyon. Pearce won the 
other two bouts for the visitors. Not- 
ley’s bout with Lyon was a rapid fire 
exhibition all the way. Bringing to- 
gether probably the most proficient 
members of both teams, fireworks 
were expected and realized. Notley 
towered above the American and was 
possessed of a very supple wrist. 
Against the quickness of Lyon, how- 
ever, and the latter’s perfect timing, 
these advantages were not enough. 


Notley First to Score. 


Notley scored the first touch. Lyon 
the second. Then Notley scored twice 
m succession. Lyon made his second 
hit with a cut to the side. Then Not- 
ley made his fourth touch and required 
but one to win the bout. Lyon 
pressed, was in upon his rival and 
back again before his opponent could 
catch him. Lyon’s victory was very 
popular. 

During the period of intermission 
Major Dyer, the captain of the Eng- 


’ lish team, received a gift from mem- 


bers of the American team. Henry 
Breckinridge, captain of the American 
team, made a speech in which he 
raised Dyer. The Major replied in 
ind. 

Upon the resumption of the friendly 
hostilities Pearse scored a point for 
the British by defeating Dr. Gignoux. 
Van Buskirk assured the American 
team of at least a tie when he de- 
feated Major Dyer in the next bout. 
Then came the contest between Lyon 
and Willoughby. The first touch went 
to the American. Willoughby scored 
the second and Lyon the third. He got 
the fourth by leaping into the air, 


thus avoiding Willoughby’s thrust, and. 


cutting downward before his feet had 
touched the floor. ' 

Willoughby evened the score by get- 
ting the fifth and sixth touches with 
his point.

Walker Cup Players to Seek —

Will Try to Bring Back the National Amateur Crown, Which Has 
Not Been Here in Twenty-two Years—Hunter

Like so many Jasons, the members 
of the Walker Cup team are now on 
the high sea in search of golf’s golden 
fleece. Ostensibly en route to Eng- 
land to defend the international tro- 
phy, their eyes are riveted on the 
British amateur championship which, 
except in one instance, the Britishers 
have never surrendered. It is just 
twenty-two years since Walter J. 
Travis, an Australian by birth and an 
American by adoption, won the tro- 
phy. At one time or another since 
then nearly all of our stars have es- 
sayed the task,, only to be repelled. 

Travers, Fownes, Evans, Gardner,’ 
Sweetser, Marston, Jones, Guilford, 
Ouimet—to mention only a few of the 
more prominent—have attempted to 
duplicate Travis’s feat, but the near- 
est any of them ever came to the reali- 
zation of their hopes was in 1920, when 
Gardner went to the final round, where 
he was beaten at the thirty-seventh 
hole by Tolley. Three years ago, when 
America sent over fully as powerful a 
team as it is sending to play in the 
event this year, one of them, Ouimet, 
got to the semi-final round, but no 
further. Will this be the year? The

Hunter, incidentally, has recently 
written an article in the Country Club 
Magazine telling why he turned pro- 
fessional. The son of the Deal pro- 
fessional, Willie entered the British 
event in 1921 and, known only locally 
when the championship _ started, 
emerged the winner. Giving up his 
duties as a clerk in the Deal post- 
office, he took a position with a Brit- 
ish woolen goods company which sold, 
among other things, golf suits and 
hose, and his travels brought him to 
America, where he entered the ama- 
teur championship and went to the 
semi-final round, where he was beaten 
by Bob Gardner. 

It was upon his return to the other 
side, he says, that he began to hear 
rumors that the R. and A. was ques- 
tioning his amateur status. Finally 
called before the golf authorities dur- 
ing the time of the 1922 champion- 
ship at Prestwick and apparently 
given a clean bill of health, he was 
omitted from the British Walker Cup 
team (an omission which, by the way, 
caused no end of adverse comment). 

“The fact that I was not chosen,” 
says Hunter, “caused me to be lookefl 
upon with suspicion in amateur golfing 
circles. This suspicion I have never 
been able to live down, no matter what 
business I went into.“ The non-inclu- 
sion likewise aroused the suspicions of 
the U. S. G. A., and it was not until 
a cable was received from the R. and 
A. stating that there was no teason 
for refusing his entry that he was 
permitted to play in the Brookline 
championship.

tuous on his part to win the title which 
for several years had been in posses- 
sion of the aristocratic class.

Jones by five strokes, the totals for 
ten events being 2,868 and 2,863. 

These tournaments include the last 
six American opens, the 1921 British 
open, in which Bobby picked up after 
playing 47 holes, his total count to that 
point being 205, while Hagen’s was 197 
for the same distance; the 1921 West- 
ern open and the last two Florida West 
Coast opens. Hagen, incidentally, has 
played in: sixty major open champion- 
ships during his career and won twen- 
ty-three of them. 





For a starter the farewell dinner to 
the Walker Cup team was a good one, 
but there were many present who 
would have preferred to hear more 
from the players and fewer speeches. 
Some thought that President Fownes’s 
declaration that the odds against 
Bobby Jones’s winning the British 
amateur would be 6 to 1 against was 
too gloomy. 

“Imagine sending a football team 
out on the field of play with a state- 
ment like that,” one of the banqueters 
remarked afterward. Golf, of course, 
fs less certain than football, and Mr. 
Fownes was only quoting the book- 
makers’ odds. Many thihgs can happen 
in the British championship, which is 
a strictly match-play affair at eighteen 
holes. Witness the case of Jerry Trav- 
ers, who was badly beaten one year 
by a player to whom he could probably 
give at least three strokes every time 
they started. 





If there are any beginners in golf 
who have difficulty in producing a 
slice, there are several sure ways of 
doing so. One‘ is to stand too far 
away from the ball. Another is to 
take the clubhead back on the outside 
of the ball. Still another is to allow 
for the slice by aiming for the left 
of the course. If those three fail, you 
might try starting the body in ahead 
of the hands on the downswing and 
allow the hands to lead the clubhead.

Garden Corporation revealed further 
details in plans for increasing New 
York’s representation in the National 
League to two clubs. In addition to 
the New York Americans, which com- 
peted in the league last year, a club 
playing under the name of the Rangers 
also will use the Garden rink for home 


games.

NAMED IN ILLINOIS

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 5 (4).—The 
Illinois Athletic Commission, to have 
charge of boxing in the State, was 
named by Governor Len Small today. 
Its members are Paul Prehn, wrestling 
coach at the University of Illinois; 
John C. Righeimer, retired real estate 
man, of Chicago, and 0. W. Huncke, 
Chicago business man. There were 
2,497 applicants. 

The Commissioners will receive $4,500 
a year. One will hold office for three 
years, one for two years and the third 
for one year. They will elect a Secre- 
tary, to be paid $3,500 a year. 

The boxing law, passed in 1925, under 
which the commission was named, pro- 
vides that any city in the State may 
hold boxing contests if the voters ap- 
prove. Chicago, on April 10, voted for 
boxing by a 5-to-1 majority. Quincy, a 
few weeks before, was the first city to 
approve the law. The law provides ten- 
round bouts to a decision. Promoters, 
boxers, managers and other allies of 
both boxing and wrestling contests 
must have State licenses and the pro- 
moters must be bona fide residents of 
the State. 

Prehn is a native of Mason City, 
Iowa, and has béen wrestling coach at 
Iilifiois for several years. He ig re- 
garded as both an experienced wrestler 
and authority on sporting matters. 

Huncke for several years has agi- 
tated for clean boxing. Righeimer: at 
one time owned a café and bar opposite 
the City Hall, which was a gathering 


place of politicians.

Indications that there is less ‘‘mob- 
thinking’’ in the business world are 
given in the results of a survey con- 
ducted by the Department of Public 
Relations of the National Association 
of Credit Men, which survey showed 
that of the business men in the ‘asso- 
ciation less than 50 per cent. are influ- 
enced to any great measure by the 
published opinions of business condi- 
tions. The report of the survey was 
made public yesterday by J. H. Tre- 
= executive manager of: the associa- 

on. 

‘Credit executives are m likely to 
be interested in published facts and 
data than by opinions of business men 
which appear in the news columns, the 
report states. The survey shows that 
about 90 per cent. of these men read 
more than one. newspaper a day and 
six trade periodicals a month. Of this 
number 49 per cent. stated, the report 
says, that they are considerably in- 
fluenced in their dealings by published 
opinions of business conditions. The 
remainder found fact or data news 
more valuable in'their operations. 

Mr. Tregoe, in commenting upon the 
survey, said: 

“There seems to be an irresistible 
temptation to follow rather than to 
lead in the business world. It was this 
tendency which led so many to over- 
play: the game and increage their pro- 
duction and distribution facilities in 
the immediate aftermath of the war, 
when reflection might have revealed 
the abnormalities and thé need for 
holding back. The frequent inability 
to discover and-interpret hidden trends 
in business and a general leaning to- 
ward those who sre counted -as 
prophets produces a psychological state 
with which we must reckon.”

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion hearings investigating the receiv- 
ership of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railroad, in the Metropolitan 
Life’ Building at 1 Madison Avenue, 
took a lively turn yesterday when 
Danijel H. Grady, special counsel for 
the State. of Wisconsin, endeavored to 
get Jerome J. Hanauer, partner in 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., to admit that the 
firm had profited unreasonably in fi- 
nancing the St. Paul. 

Mr. Hanauer, who had been on the 
stand two days and whose testimony 
has. not .yet been completed, main- 
tained that a profit of $1,813,000 for 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., as a result of 
their work in converting $29,000,000 in 
French bonds to a dollar basis, was 
perfectly legitimate. re 

By cross-examination, Mr. Grady 
brought out that Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
in that transaction had had to put 
up about $25,000,000 for seven days, 
.from Jan. 24 to Feb. 1, 1916, 

“You got $1,813,000 out of it,” said 
Mr. ‘Grady. ‘ ‘‘Do you: know how much 
that would. be as an interest rate on 


the money for the time you fur- 
nished it?, * 


aa 
Deniés. Profit Was Interest. 


Mr. Hanayer replied that he had 
never figured it out that way and that 
there was no reason for considering 
it as interest. 


“I suppose not,’’’ commented Mr. 
Grady... “It ‘might exceed the legal 
rate slightly, might it not?” 

As happened frequently throughout 
the . afternoon session, Robert D. 
Swaine, counsel for Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
registered objection. 

Mr. Hanauer’s contention, as ex- 
plained by him under earlier examina- 
tion by W. L. Fisher, examiner, was 
that Kuhn, Loeb & Co.’s profit in this 
deal was not in the nature of interest, 
but was compensation for risk accepted 
by this firm, and for their services 
in négotiating a-collection of the bonds 
which. were scattered at the time in 
small lots throughout France. 

Mr. Grady asked Mr. Hanauer to 
aupply a list of the 85 members who, 
he had testified, formed a syndicate 
to dispose of $14,000,000 worth of bonds 
bought by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the 
National City Bank at 93% and eventu- 
ally disposed of to the public at 96%, 
the justifiability of which had previ- 
©usly been questioned by Mr. Fisher. 

“T will not do so. It would serve no 
purpose whatever to break the confi- 
dence of our clients,’’ said Mr. Han- 
auer. ‘Yesterday I testifed——” 

“It is useless to tell me what you 
testified yesterday,” Mr. Grady broke 

‘in. “I'am asking you in plain ques- 
tions to testify today. Did you per- 
— pass upon/this loan?ꝰ

FINDS LITTLE KNOWN 
OF THE REAL SOUTH 


Differing Thought and Lack of 
Outside Discrimination Are 
Blamed by Dr. Mims. 


Differing elements of thought in the 
South and the failure of other fegions 
of the country to discriminate between 
them make it difficult to understand 
what the South really stands for to- 
day, Dr. Edwin 8S. Mims of Vanderbilt 
University told the Executive Commit- 


tee of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion in Pinehurst, N. C., at its annual 
dinner of the council, in connection 
with the annual convention of the as- 
sociation. Dr. Mims chose for his 
topic “The Changing South.” : 

“Caricature, satire and sentimental- 
ism have colored the popular imagina- 
tion until little is known of the; real 
South of today,” said Dr. Mims. ‘‘So 
often in the South the stage’ seems 
all set for remarkable progress in pub- 
lic opinion and then something ha; 
ms that swings us back into the old 
orbit of political and social immobility 
and decadence. 

“A city that is a shining example 
of industrial progress may suddenly 
see the outbreak of the primitive and 
savage instincts of a mob. A great 
commonwealth that roduced thé 
group of leaders who led the South 
out of the shadows of the Civil War 
and reconstruction has ‘been at times 
under the dominance of political and 
religious mountebanks and reéaction- 


es. 

“The liberals of the South are quite 
as well aware of these’ oxes as 
anyone else, but we insist that peoples 
of other sections should lay emphasis 
on the signs of progress ratier than 
on those of reaction. Pa , Maga- 
zines and books in other sections seem 
at times to take an unholy glee in em- 
phasizing the things that show the 
South ‘at its worst. Such critics do 
not realize that they strengthen the 
conservative forces of tire South and 
hinder the liberals who are trying to 
build up institutions and resources that 
will profoundly change public opinion.”

Spirited Bidding’ In Monkey Skins 
‘Is Surprise to Buyers—10 Per 
Cent. Rise Is Made. 





The annual Spring fur auction in the 
Masonic Hall here closed yesterday. 
Sales for the day reached $300,000, 
which brought the grand total for the 
eight days of auction ta $5,200,000. Most 
of the offerings were unchanged yes- 
terday. 

Rabbit pelts from Australia and New 
Zealand, of which nearly forty-six tons 
were sold, featured the concluding 
sessions. More interest was shown by 
buyers than had been expected,. and 
bidding was particularly good when 
pelts, suitable for beaver and seal 
imitations, were on the block. The 
grades known to the trade as ‘‘bucks”’ 
were especially in demand, and the top 
price of $2.10 a pound was brought by 
New Zealand Winter skins ‘of that 
variety. 

Hatters’ rabbit was not in such good 
demand, and prices did not exceed 
88 cents a pound for Australian third 
pelts and “racks.”’ The hatters’ skins 
were unchanged. in comparison with 
the Winter sale figures, while the 
furriers’ grades advanced 10 per cent. 

Hares and conies, on which no com- 
parisons with the Winter sale were 
made, also were sold. Hares ranged 
from five to 38 cents, while a top of | 
60 cents for conies was brought by 
silver pelts. White conies also brought 
60 cents, with best blacks selling at 
50 cents’and best fawns at 40 cents. 

Prices on black bear ran from 20 
cents for No. 3s and 4s to $9.50 for 
cubs. No. 1 and 2 large and extra 
large grizzly bear, sold at’ $8.25 for the 
best. The range on Polar bear was 
from $27.50 to $40. Wildcat sold to): 
$7.75 for No. 1, and 2 ‘large and extra 
large Northwesterns. Best Western 
wildcat reached $3.60, while top for 
Southern and Southwestern skins was 
$2.10. 

An offering of about 29,000 house cats 
declined 10 per cent. Large black 
‘Dutch cats sold to 82 cents, with blues 
touching 64 cents and mixed colors 32 
cents. Sundry cat showed a high of 
$2.30 for Russians, Spotted cat sold to 
$2 and leopard cat to $1. 

Monkey furnished one of the day’s 
surprises by advancing 10 per cent. 
Skins from the Ivory Coast did best, 
with a top of $1.35. Mole brought gen- 
erally low prices. Best Scotch mole 
fetched 14 cents, with 12 and 8 cents 


Italian skins. 

Pahmi, flying squirrel, kid cross and 
pony prices were not compared with 
the Winter sale averages. Pahmi sold 
to $1.10, flying squirrel to $2.20, pony 
to $3.30 and kid cross to $5.30. Hair 
seal, kid skins, lamb and ocelot were 
also offered.
